W ar on th e In s e c ts — The V itlcultural 
Commissioners — Red 
Scale — 
D am age by Iro st. 


Among the be.st acts passed by the Legis­ 
lature at its late session is the law to enlarge 
th e powers and duties of the Board cf State 
V iticultural Commissioners, and the law for 
the protection and.promotionjof the horticult­ 
ural interests of the State. 
The viticultural 
and horticultural industries are among the 
most im portant of our productive in i us tries, 
and on account of natural advantages of soil 
and climate are capable of almost unlimited 
expansion. 
Then the promise is th at how­ 
ever much we may increase and expand these 
industries the m arkets fur their product* will 
be increased and expanded proportionally. 
U p to within a few years past the vines of 
this State were eupposed to be absolutely 
w ithout disease, and the same state of heu th 
existed among the fruit trees of all kinds. 
B ut during this uninterrupted condition of 
health among the vines and trees the markets 
for their products were limited almost wholly 
to our own meazer consumption, because we 
had not yet learned how to prepare these 
products for commercial exchanges. 
W ithin 
the past few years, however, the old plan of 
each farm er or viue-grower attem pting to 
make his grapes into wmes and brandies by 
rude and unscientific processes has given 
away to the more rational idea of selling the 
grape3 to established 
wineries 
and dis­ 
tilleries, with capital and skill to manage 
them 
properly, 
and 
as a result 
the 
liquid products of the vines have greatly im­ 
proved. 
Of this improvement the world has 
gradually become cognizant, and the demand 
for our wines and brauuies has increased 
more rapidly than we have increased the 
quantity made. 
Then, too, wa have only of 
late learned th at we could make good and 
merchantable and commercial raisins from 
certain varieties of our giapes. 
No sooner, 
however, had we learned this fact than a de­ 
mand for these raisitiH has been created 
greater than we caD, with present facilities, 
Hupply. 
So with the products of our fiuit 
trees and orchards. 
A t first we had no 
means of conveying these in a green state to 
any m arket outside the State, and many 
localities 
were 
so 
isolated 
from 
the 
home m arkets by want of proper conveyance 
th at the large and peifect crops annually 
went to waste. 
W ith improved facilities of 
transportation, however, ca ne improved pro­ 
cesses of preparing these fruits for market, 
and now we are prepared to dry or can and 
preserve ail the fruit raised in tiie State over 
and above w hat our home m arkets demand 
for consumption in the natural form. 
In 
both the viticultural and horticultural de­ 
partm ents of industry, therefore, we are 
ready to make the most of our almost lim it­ 
less capacity of production. 
W e are pre 
pared to profitably extend the production till 
our income shall become greater from each of 
these industries than it is at present from our 
grain-growing industries. 
B ut just as we as 
individuals and as a State are prepared to 
make 
money 
and 
become 
rich 
from 
our vineyards and 
orchards, 
there ap­ 
pear enemies 
to the vine and to the 
orchard and fruit th at threaten the further 
progress a t production ia each direction. 
The phyll xera ia the vine and the codlirg 
moth and scale bug in the fruit and tree, are 
found to be Btubborn menaces to these pros­ 
pectively greatest of California industries. 
B ut the men who have conquered the situa­ 
tion as to the preparation of these products 
for the markets of the world, and who have 
earned successful financial trium ph for them ­ 
selves and the State, do not propose to be 
cheated out of the fruits of th at success by 
the ravages of the phylloxera in the vine, or 
the scale bugs in the trees, or codling moths 
in the fruit. 
Their call upon the Legislature 
for aid in stamping out the pests wherever 
they may be found, has been answered in a 
liberal and generons spirit, and the sum of 
teu 
thousand 
dollars 
has 
been placed 
at 
t'ae 
disposal 
of 
the 
V iticultu al 
Commission with which to prcmecute the 
work, both against the pests of the vine and 
the orchard. 
The Board are empowered to 
call to their aid necessary quarantine laws 
and regula'i ns to prevent the introduction 
of diseased vices and cuttings from other 
States, and to prevent the spread of the same 
by transportation of infected material be­ 
tween different sections of t.he State. 
I t is 
also authorized to initiate and conduct exper­ 
iments and investigations for the discovery 
and application of destructives to all injuri­ 
ous instofs. 
The execution of the law and 
necessary rules and regulations of the Board 
are placed in the hands of a chief executive 
officer for the V iticultural department, to be 
appointed by the Board. 
The choice of the 
Board for this office has fallen on a member 
of the 
Board 
for the State at large, 
and we think wisely. 
C. A. 
W etmore, 
the 
appointee, 
has 
made 
viticult­ 
ure 
a 
special 
study 
for 
years 
past, 
not only in this State, but in the vine-grow­ 
ing sections of Europe, where neither time, 
means and skill have been spared to bring the 
industry to the bigheBt degree of perfection, 
and where science has been invoked in every 
promising form for the extermination of the 
same pests that we are cow brought in con­ 
tact with. 
W hile the old world has made 
but little progress in its battle against the 
spread of the phylloxera, we have faith that 
California, with its fertile, virgin soil, and 
with its ingenious, inventive people, will 
finally sncc! ed in counteracting the danger­ 
ous effects of the phylloxera, if it does not tri­ 
um ph in its final < xtermination. 
A t the last 
meeting of the V iticultural Commission it 
was decided not to take further action in 
reference to the ■ horticultural interest) and 
the appointm ent of a chief executive officer 
for this departm ent until the organization of 
an Advisory Board of Horticulture, to be 
composed of persons skilled in the various 
branches of fruit culture. Each of the D istrict 
Commissioners were authorized to appoint one 
member of this Advisory Board for bis dis­ 
trict, and each Commissioner of the State at 
large to appoint a member for the State at 
large, and the Executive Committee ef the 
State H orticultural Society to appoint two 
members. 
This Advisory Board are invited 
to meet at the rooms of the V iticultural 
Commission in San Francisco on the 5th of 
A pril to nominate the Executive officer and 
to suggest such rules and regulations for the 
government of this officer as they may deem 
necessary. 
The action of the V iticultural 
Commission in this respect is very commend­ 
able and judicious. 
N ot that the Board 
itself is in any way incapable of managing 
the horticultural department, for many of its 
members are skillful and successful horticult­ 
urists, but th at the action referring the man­ 
agement to a strictly horticultural board will 
tend to broaden and widen the general interest 
in the main object to be accomplished—the 
promotion and protection of the horticultural 
industries. 
I t is hoped th at the action of the 
Advisory Board ins electing a chief horticult­ 
ural officer will be as judicious as th at of the 
V iticultural Board iu their selection. 
The 
duties of these two officers acd the rules to 
govern the same will, so far as quarantine 
regulations are concerned, be quite similar, 
and will require great caution and skill on 
the part of the officers in their execution. In 
reference to instructions as to how, when 
and where people m ay find the different 
pests, their duties will be similar. 
Thess 
instructions will naturally consist of concise 
and simple descriptions of the insects, of 
their habits and places of concealm ent; also 
the best known methods of destruction con­ 
veyed in circulars and in communications to 
the press and private correspondence. 
Lect­ 
ures delivered orally in different sections 
will undoubtedly be resorted to and may be 
rendered 
very instructive and valuable 
by 
exhibiting 
the 
insects 
themselves 
in 
all 
their 
various 
stages 
of 
de­ 
velopment under magnifying glasses. W hat 
the people interested w ant at present is prac­ 
tical knowledge of the enemies that are do­ 
ing U em such great injury. W hen they have 
this knowledge and are informed as to the 
remedies that are already known to be go id, 
the work of prevention and destruction will 
go on successfully, and there will be thou­ 
sands of experimenters where there is now 
one. 
In the experimental field the work and 
duties of the two officers will be quite differ­ 
ent, on account of the different habits of 
the insects infesting the vines and the fruit 
trees. 
The phylloxera are found below the 
ground, on the roots of the vines, while the 
codling moth and the scale bugs do U sir 
work above ground and in full eight. 
The 
horticultural officer can seek aid from the 
county government", and will be called upon 
to assist in ths organization of county boards 
or commissions, who will be paid by the 
counties. 
This authority is conferred in a 
separate Act, and will, we think, be found 
of great benefit in carrying out the general 
purposes of the main law. 


orchard of Los Angeles has baffled the best 
skill of the country heretofore. 
Various ap­ 
plications have been tried, and while many 
have proved partially successful, none have 
heretofore been a cúmplete success. 
Coal oil, 
raw petroleum, potash washes and various 
other expedients nave been tried, and f r a 
time Buccess in the destruction would seem 
almost complete. 
B ut after a time the insect 
has always appeared again and commenced 
the work of destruction as vigorously as be­ 
fore, showing th at some of the insects, or 
their eggs, escap 'd alive. 
Certain parties 
have been conducting experiments with bi­ 
sulphate of carbon, and have been so far suc­ 
cessful that they have been induced to patent 
the process. 
No 
more 
deadly 
insect 
poison is known than this c m position, 
but the difficulty has been in the application. 
1'he plan now adopted is to surround and 
cover the tree with a light canvas tent and 
completely fumigate the tree. 
This process 
will prove somewhat expensive, but if it is 
eucces.-ful the expense should not deter its 
use. 
I t will be better to go to an expendi­ 
ture of half the value of the tree than to re­ 
m ain idle and see it totally destroyed. 


The D am age by Frost. 
I t was at first feared th at during the late 
cold weather great damage had been done to 
the fruit crop in certain sections by the frost. 
I t is now being generally found th at the 
damage was not so great as was at first sup 
posed, and with no further iretzing weather 
the crop is likeiy to be very generally good. 


In terestin g to F arm .rs. 


P m o k in g O r c h a r d s .—A t the recent Farm ­ 
ers’ Iustitnte in Famesviile the subject of 
ridding orchards from insect enemies was 
discu-ised, both the methods cf sprinkling 
and smoking being under discussion. 
I t is 
worthy of remark th at none of the gentlemen 
present, and some were the most noted fruit­ 
growers in the W est, 
recommended the 
Binoking process, and the idea of sprinkling 
orchards with Paris green or some of the 
mild acids to drive off or kill worms, moths, 
and the like found little favor, owing both 
to expense and the so,all benefit received. 
Keeping the trunks of the trees clean, the 
ground free from rubbish, and allowing small 
stock to run in the orchard and eat the wind 
falls, etc., were pronounced the best agencies 
at present to destroy insects, moths and ver­ 
min generally. 


P a s t u r e s.—There is but little doubt that 
if the pasture th at supplies the dairy herd 
both day and night with feed was to be 
divided into two—or better, three—lots, and 
a rotation of feeding of a week for each lot 
practiced, a third more would be secured in 
way of better feed and increased condition 
of the stock. 
W hen the pasture becomes 
barren and the roots of the grass have no 
protection, the roots rapidly become shrunken 
and do not supply the blades with sufficient 
nutrim ent to fotce the growth, as they w- tild 
do if the lot was not so close!}' fed and the 
grass was protected, part of the time, at 
least, from the daily tram pling of the cattle 
in their search for a green plat of herbage. 


F e r t il iz in g O r c h a r d s . — The idea of m an­ 
uring an orchard is as old as orchards them ­ 
selves, but only now and then the vast drain 
upon th° soil of an orchard is thought of seri­ 
ously. 
U sually the orchard is in grass, which 
causes a double demand upon the sa il, and it 
is at the expense of the fruit. 
To prevent 
the rot ia grapes heavy fertilization is about 
the bese known remedy, applying at least 
tw enty loads of weil-r.itted manure to the 
acre ; though if it is thick with straw it can be 
applied equally well in the spring. 


ABOUT RAILROADS. 


The Red Scale Killed. 
The red scale bug th at infests the orange 


B erlin’s electric railw ay, b u ilt by Sie­ 
m ens & H altke, which runs betw een B er­ 
lin and a suburban village, is th e first elec­ 
trical railw ay b uilt for actual use. 
T he Tuscaraw as V alley R ailroad offers 
to build a line from Russell station to 
W ooster—about 12 m iles—for $50,000, giv­ 
ing W ooster a direct outlet to Cleveland. 
T he Pacific M ail R ailroad Company have 
com pleted arrangem ents to build a new 
elevator a t Omaha, w ith a capacity of 
600,000 bushels, in tim e lor th e next sea­ 
son’s crop. 
A correspondent w rites from Tula, M ex., 
February 5th, th a t th e M exican C entral 
Railw ay Company are “ rushing things,” 
having 36 miles of track laid, and em ploy­ 
ing over 10,500 men in construction. 
W ork has been suspended on th e first 
100 miles of the C anada Pacific Railw ay 
west, and m ost of th e men have returned to 
W innipeg. 
I t is believed th e suspension is 
b u t tem porary. 
T hs greater portion of the 
men expect to be re-engaged under the 
syndicate. 
The D uponts, of pow der-m anufacturing 
fame, have 
bought th e 
entire 
capital 
stock of th e Delaw are Shore Railroad, 
from W oodbury, N. J ., to P enn’s Grove, 
ju st opposite W ilm ington, for less than 
tw enty per cent, of its value. 
The capital 
stock is nearly $75,000, and th e bonded 
d ebt $50,000, held by the F idelity T ru st 
Company. 
Tne Chicago, M ilw aukee and St. Paul 
Company have adopted a new freight brake, 
th a t acts as pow erfully and instantaneous­ 
ly as the W estinghouse brake on passenger 
cars. 
T his brake does aw ay w ith the 
dangerous necessity of running over the 
tops of th e cars ; it stops th e train in stan t­ 
ly, and is very cheap, only costing from 
$12 to S15 per car. 
The Delaware, Lackaw anna and W estern 
Railroad engineers are still prosecuting 
th eir w ork in the vicinity of B ath, N. Y. 
The proposed track will be laid on the 
south side of the E rie road, and will run 
close to th e Soldiers’ Home, 
A nother 
party of engineers of th e same road are 
surveying a t Lancaster. The proposed lice 
is to cross th a t tow n north of the New 
Y ork C entral tracks, and will, therefore, 
be some distance from the village. 
The W abash, St. Louis & Pacific is at 
present m aking a survey for an extension 
of their road to A lton, 111., which will 
probably be built. 
The Chicago, A lton & 
St. Louis is going to build a cu t off around 
A lton, for a double track. 
T he 
track 
through th a t city is 85 feet to th e mile ; by 
m aking a cut-off they can extend th e dis - 
tance, giving 30 feet per mile. 
The con­ 
trac t has been aw arded to WTolf & Son-», 
of O ttum w a, Iowa, and w ork will be com­ 
menced as soon as th e frost is out of the 
ground. 
T here was filed for record in the R ecord­ 
er’s office a t Chicago last week articles of 
consolidation betw een the Chicago & M il­ 
w aukee R ailw ay Company and th e N o rth ­ 
w estern Union R ailw ay Company. 
The 
Board of D irectors are A lbert Keep, M ar­ 
shall M. 
K irkm an, 
M artin 
L. Sykes, 
A ugustus Schell, M arvin H u ghitt, Joseph 
B. Redtield, W illiam L. Scott, Charles C.

The D irectors of the Union Pacific, a t a 
m eeting held a few days ago, decided to 
build, 
w ith all practicable dispatch, a 
broad-gauge railw ay, commencing a t Den­ 
ver and extending by a direct line through 
th e coal fields of Boulder county to Long­ 
mont, and from F o rt Collins up to Cache 
la Poudre into the N orth P ark, thence into 
M iddle Park, via M uddy creek, tapping 
the new m ining camp a t Lead m ountain. 
Several engineering parties are now en­ 
gaged locating th is line, and some five dif­ 
ferent camps of graders have been estab­ 
lished in the Cache la Poudre canyon, and 
are now a t w ork on th e grade a t several 
points. 
T his canyon resembles som ewhat 
the C lear Creek canyon, up which th e Col­ 
orado C entral road now runs, though it is 
more open. 
This road is being built un­ 
der th e charter of the Greeley, S alt Lake 
and Pacific R ailw ay Company.

In th e m idst of exciting tim es a t the 
Chambers, interpellations and disputes, th e 
literary and non-political w orld are entirely 
absorbed w ith th e grand fete to tak e place 
to-morrow. 
The executive ability of all 
capable and distinguished citizEns of the 
Capital has been called into requisition, 
the different artists of the theaters a t the 
feet of M elpomene and Thalia are draw ing 
inspiration for the superior rendition of 
th e grand poet’s thoughts, while all versi- 
ficators, pretended and real poets, are busy 
w ith their rhym es in honor of the event. 
A t the grand representation a t the Troca- 
dero a poem, hv Theodore de Banville, will 
be recited by Mr. Coquelin, of the T heatre 
Francais; another poem, aleo addressed to 
Victor Hugo, w ill be recited a t the O Jeon 
T heater, composed by the poet E arnest 
d ’H ervilly, and a t four other theaters the 
same ceremony will take place, the poems 
having been composed by poets more or 
less known. 
Then, on the corners of the 
streets, pages of tender and harm onious 
rhym es inscribed to the king of poets by 
more popular bards are sold for tw o sous. 
The portrait of th» im m ortal poet is to be 
seen in all 
the 
shop windows, hung 
around all the new spaper kiosques and 
exposed in all the photographers’ etalages 
on the streets and boulevards. 
In fact the 
atm osphere seems filled w ith V ictor Hugo, 
around whom clings the incense of th e 
hearts of a whole nation. 
This immense 
pilgrim age, now being organized to pay 
devotions a t a new Mecca, does honor to the 
better feelings and higher aspirations of 
th e French people. 
G rateful nations honor 
th eir great men, and no stronger evidence 
can ba given of the more perfect develop­ 
m ent of our natures than w hen we expe­ 
rience a ju st adm iration for our real in ­ 
structors in virtue and wisdom. 


VICTOR HUGO’S FATHER. 
The father of th e great poet was a t the 
same tim e a w riter and a soldier. 
Joseph 
Leopold Sigisbert Hugo, who was born in 
1774 at N ancy and died a t Paris in 1S28, 
volunteered in th e arm y in 
1789, and 
fought his first battle w ith Hoche, became 
an officer during th e w ar of th e Vendee, 
and took p art in all the cam paigns of the 
grand Revolution. 
A t 23 years of ago he 
m arried the daughter of a ship-owner of 
N antes, Sophie Trebuohet, and from this 
union there were born three children, the 
th ird , V ictor M arie Hugo, born the 26th 
of F ebruary, 18C2, at BÜsancon, in the lit 
tie house w hich to-day is renow-ned. 
The 
infant days of the great poet were exceed­ 
ingly painful, for he came into th e w orld 
feeble aud delicate, and they even d e­ 
spaired of his life, bu t the devoted care of 
his 
m other, for whom 
he has alw ays 
retained a profound veneration—succeed) d 
in conquering all 
difficulties. 
C aptain 
Hugo, called successively to Paris, to Spain 
and to Italy , took his family w ith him, 
and the young V ictor passed a good part 
of hi3 childhood in sharing the rations of 
his fath er’s regim ent. 
Iu 1S07 Sigisbert 
H ugo was sent to N aples, w here he served 
under the orders of Joseph B onaparte. 
I t 
was he who destroyed the bands of the 
famous N eapolitan bandit, F ra Diavolo, 
and this exploit earned for him the epau­ 
lets of Colonel. 
He afterw ard followed 
Joseph B onaparte to Spain, and became 
G eneral of a brigade in 1S09. 
D uring this 
tim e Mine. H ugo came and established h er­ 
self a t P aris in the Faubourg Saint Jacques, 
in the old house of th e Feuillantines, th a t 
charmiDg retreat buried like a nest in th e 
m idst of verdure, and of which th e im m or­ 
tal poet has retained the m ost touching 
souvenir. 
I t was there 


TIIE YOUNG VICTOR 
Received th e first notions of th a t literatu re 
which he was to radically transform tw enty 
years later. 
H is first professors were a 
priest, th e Abbe de la Riviere, an old friend 
of the family, and th e G eneral Fanneau de 
Lahorie, a form er chef d ’etat-m ajor of 
M oreau, an officer as brilliant and brave as 
he was well educated and intelligent. The 
G eneral de Lahorie had been compromised 
in M oreau’s conspiration, and since 1804 
he had been fleeing the Im perial police. 
D uring three years he gave lessons to the 
child, which were never forgotten ; but, 
discovered in 1811 by th e Em peror’s spies, 
he was arrested and throw n into prison. 
H e rem ained there until the 27th of Octo­ 
ber, 1812, the day on which the Republican 
General M alet came to take him o ut so as 
to employ him in his audacious conspira­ 
tion. 
Called some days later before th e 
council of w ar a t Paris, thirteen of the in ­ 
voluntary accomplices of M alet, among 
whom was th e G eneral de Lahorie, were 
condem ned to death and shot in the plain 
of C renelle w ith the heroic conspirator 
General, who made to the President Dejean 
th is proud answ er : “ W ho are your ac­ 
com plices?” 
“ The whole of France and 
yourself if I had succeeded.” 


HISTORIC REMINISCENCE. 
In the year which preceded the tragical 
end of General Lahorie, Mme. H ugo re ­ 
paired to Spain w ith her children. 
Gen­ 
eral Hugo was then Governor of three 
provinces and inhabited M adrid. 
H e was 
very much appreciated by Joseph Bona­ 
parte, who one day asked to see his son 
Victor. 
Before taking him into th e royal 
presence th e father instructed him to an­ 
sw er “ Yes, sire,” “ No, sire,” and not 
“ Yes, m onsieur ; ” bu t the King, on taking 
him on his knee and talking to him in a 
fam iliar m anner, caused the little boy—of 
only nine years—to forget his lesson and 
answ er him “ Yes, m onsieur,” “ No, m on­ 
sieur,” in spite of 
th e 
signs 
of 
th e 
General, 
who 
endeavored 
to 
rem ind 
him of 
his instructions. 
Joseph Bona­ 
parte 
was, however, not 
in 
th e least 
offended, and tapping the child fam iliarly 
on the cheek, dism issed him, w hile he re­ 
m arked to the father th a t the boy was in­ 
teresting and would one day be one of his 
pages, along w ith his brother. 
V ictor 
Hugo, in fact, grew up for th e court of 
Spam ; his father had been m ade C ount of 
Ciiuentes and of Siguenza—the names of 
tw o victories. 
V ictor was placed in a col­ 
lege of nobles and spoke Spanish. 
A nd if 
th e m onarchy of Joseph Bonaparte had 
lasted, if the colossal em pire of Napoleon 
I. had not crum bled away, Hugo, grand 
d'Espagne and Spanish poet, would per­ 
haps ha' e forgotten France. 
This voyage 
to Spain left strong impressions on tiie 
im agination of the young poet. 
H e visited 
th e cloisters, th e churches and the palaces 
of M adrid, 
Burgos, Segovia and other 
cities, w ith his m other and father, who ex­ 
plained th e architecture to him and re­ 
counted the history or legends of each 
m onum ent. 
I t is to th a t are attrib u ted 
his first works, whose subjects are all 
Spanish. 
N ear the end of 1812, the affairs 
of 
Spain becoming com plicated, Mme. 
Hugo returned to Paris w ith her children, 
and V ictor finished his studies in a little 
house close by the Feuillantiues, where he 
composed his first poetry. 
H e was fifteen 
years old when he sent to the Academ ie his 
first epistle on the “ A dvantage of S tudy.” 
The Academie judged th e poem 


WORTHY OF T H * PRIZE, 
B ut they did not accord it, because th e 
poet therein had spoken of his age, and the 
Academie thought there m ust be some m ys­ 
tification. 
T he ode3 and ballads, which 
he soon after published, rendered him im ­ 
m ediately celebrated in the royalist circles, 
and C hateaubriand nam ed him “ l'E nfant 
Sublim e." 
The poet then entered public 
life, and already belonged to his ceutury. 
The successive transform ation of his politi­ 
es! ideas are found in th e passages of 


“ A vant l’E x il,” “ Pendant 1’E xil,” “ Ap- 
res l’E xil.” 
The poet was th e son of a 
Vendeen lady, th e friend of Mme. de la 
R ochejaqutlem , and of a soldier of the 
Revolution and the Em pire, friend of 
Desaix, of Jourdan and of Joseph Bona­ 
parte. 
H e suffered th e consequences of a 
solitary and complex education, wherein 
a R epublican outlaw' (the General Lahorie) 
waged words w ith an outlaw ed priest 
(the Abbe de la Reviere). T here has alw ays 
been in him the p atriot hidden under 
th e 
Vendeen ; 
he 
was 
N apoleonist 
in 1813 ; Bourbonist in 1S14. 
Like nearly 
all men of the comm encement of th is ceu- 
tnry, he has been all th a t his century has 
been ; illogical and honest, legitim ist and 
Voltairian, literary C hristian, liberal Bona- 
partist, Socialist, groping in royalty ; sin­ 
gularly real shadings which to day appear 
surprising. 
H e has 


ALW AYS BEEN IN EARNEST. 
H e was obliged to use great effjrt to rec­ 
tify his visual ray in th e m idst of all these 
loomings ; all th e possible approxim ations 
of the tru th in tu rn tem pted and sometimes 
deceived his mind. 
These successive abf r- 
rations, w herein he never took a step back­ 
ward, have left traces in his w orks and 
th eir influence can be discerned here and 
there ; bu t he has declared th at never in 
all ho has w ritten, even in books for chil­ 
dren and young people, has a single word 
against liberty been found. 
There was a 
struggle in his soul betw een royalty which 
had been instilled by the Catholic priest 
and liberty which had bec-n taught him by 
the republican soldier. 
L iberty trium phed. 
A t an early age he composed num erous odes 
and ballads, and at last, in 1S26, he wrote 
“ Crom w ell.” 
It was in the preface of this 
grand historical dram a th a t V ictor H ugo 
laid the first stone form ing the basis of the 
literarj' revolution which he proposed to 
accomplish. 
This aud ieiou3 declaration of 
w ar against th e old classics unchained 
against him the hatred and the anger of 
his form er patrons of the Academy, hut it 
gathered around him all th at literature 
possessed of young, intelligent and enthusi­ 
astic for grand things. 
A first dram a, 
“ Amy R obsart,” w ritten in the new style, 
fell under the blow of the exasperated cabal 
cf th e classics. 
“ M arion Delorme,” w rit­ 
ten in 1S29, was prohibited by th e censor; 
b u t th e powerful innovator did not allow 
himself to be discouraged, and the follow­ 
ing year “ H ernani” appeared before the 
lights of th e Comedie FraueaÍ3e. 
This 
play proved 
THE BATTLEFIELD 
W herein rom antisin carried off the first 
grand victory. 
Th¡3 event w ill rem ain 
one of the m ost im portant and memorable 
in the history of French literature. 
The 
young poet w ith his audacious pride and 
the grandeur of his genius loved glory 
b etter than success, and refused on the 
occasion of 
th e first representation of 
“ H e rn au i” to employ the claque, for the 
claqner8 have the same tasees as the Aeade- 
mecians and are generally classical; they 
would therefore have applauded V ictor 
H ugo w ith a bad grace, for their men were 
Casimir, Delavigue and Scribp, and the 
author ran great risk of the affair turning 
out badiy or of hping abandoned in the 
m idst of th e conflict. 
There was talk 
about cabals, of intrigues and of dark 
treachery alm ost, in order to assassinate 
the piece aud linieh by one blow’ w ith the 
new school. 
The young friends of V ictor 
Hugo th en presented themselves as valiant 
soldiers to aid him in battle. 
From 1 
o’clock of the afternoon the people passing 
along the R ue de Richelieu saw accum u­ 
lated at the doors of the theatre a band of 
farouche and strauge-looking beings, w ith 
long beards, long hair and dressed in every 
fashion except the existing one ; in vareuse, 
Spanish cloak, in Robespierre vest, a toque 
of th e tim e of H enry I II., having all tho 
centuries and all th e countries on th eir 
shoulders and th eir heads, in the center of 
Paris and in full daylight. 
The bourgeois 
stopped 
STUPEFIED AND INDIGNANT. 
Theophile G autier 
particularly insulted 
th eir eyes by a vest of bright scarlet satin 
and by his long hair, which reached to his 
waist. 
These young men, who later be­ 
came literary or artiBtic celebrities, w aited 
duriDg seven hours before the beginning of 
th e piece. 
The com bat was anim ated, and 
feeling ran eo high th a t the harsh words 
alm ost rushed into blows ; but “ H e rn an i” 
trium phed at last, and the classical school, 
like a bird perched on its hight, was struck 
by the eagle’s wing, w hich toppled it over 
and crippled it forever. 


HIS CAREER. 
In 1821 V ictor Hugo m arried Mile. 
Adele Foucher, and tw o children were 
born to them —Charles and Francois. They 
m arched valiantly in th eir father’s track ; 
Charles, th e father of the charm ing Jeanne 
and of 
th e young Georges (the heroes of 
“ ¡’A r t d'etre grandpere"), died in 1871, 
and Francois in 1873. 
Mme. Hugo, the 
author of “ V ictor H ugo Recounted by a 
W itness of H is Life,” died in exile a t 
Bruxelles, in 1868. 
N om inated Acade­ 
mician in 1841, and Peer of France in 
1845, V ictor H ugo progessively turned to­ 
w ard the Republic and definitively rallied 
to the democracy a t the approach of the 
Presidential election which was to cast 
France under th e heel of the last of the 
B onapartists. 
H e protested w ith rare en­ 
ergy against the coup d ’etat of December ; 
formed a p art of the Com mittee of R esist­ 
ance, which organized and placarded on 
the walls of the capital the forfeiture of 
tho m iserable prince, traito r to his oath. 


BUT FORCE SUPPRESSED RIGHT, 
A nd th e great poet was obliged to tak e tho 
road of exile. 
I t was at Jersey, and later 
a t G uernsey, th a t he w rote those terrible 
pages of th e “ C hatim ents,” and which 
have throw n on the hero of December an 
eternal stain. 
A fter the 4th of Septem oer, 
1870, V ictor Hugo a t last returned to Paris, 
where he was received a t th e G are dn 
N ord by an enthusiastic crowd. 
H e sup­ 
ported the horrors of the Eiege w ith the 
Parisians, and on the 8th of February, 
1871, Paris sent him to tho N ational A s­ 
sem bly w ith over 2,000 votes. 
A t Bor­ 
deaux he formed a part of the Republican 
m inority who resolutely separated from the 
reactionary m ajority, and on th e 8th of 
M arch, courageously defending General 
G aribaldi 
a t the Tribune, and having 
been 
furiously 
interrupted 
by 
the 
reactionaries, 
who . perceived 
a 
possi­ 
bility 
of 
restoring 
the 
m onarchy 
of divine right, he sent in his resignation 
and retired to private life. 
H e was called 
from there in January, 1876, by the Paris­ 
ian electors, who nom inated him as their 
Senatorial delegate at alm ost a unam inity. 
I t was he who first dared plead before the 
Senate the cause of full am nesty, on the 
221 of M ay, 1876. 
The Senate rejected 
his proposition, bu t the idea was born, 
and four years later V ictor Hugo had the 
happiness of seeing it trium ph. 
To-day 
V ictor Hugo dwells w ith his charm ing 
family, Mr. and Mme. Locroy, Jeanne, 
Georges and Mme. Dronet, th at noble and 
valiant friend who, since 
1851, a t the 
tim e she m anifested her adm irable devo­ 
tion for the great poet, has not ceased to 
accompany his family through 
all the 
storm s of his existence. 
Every evening 
there is a dinner and reception a t No. 130 
A venue d ’ Eylan.land all th at Paris’oounts 
of artistic, literary and political celebrities 
follow each other in th a t salon rouge which 
has been so often described.

The M anagem ent of K itchen Boilers. 
T he principal com plaint th e householder 
lias to m ake is th a t of rum bling or pound­ 
ing noise iu th e boiler. 
T his noise, m ost 
heard on ironing days w hen a hot fire ia 
k ept in th e range aud not m ncb h ot w ater 
is used, is occasioned by steam being gen­ 
erated in the w ater back, which, w en it 
m eets w ith w ater cold enough to condense 
it, produces a vacuum . 
The w ater coining 
together again to ill! this void space cau .es 
the concussion w hich m akes this noise. 
The generation of steam is often < ue to the 
fact th at the w ater hack Las too much 
heating surface for th e capacity of the 
boiler aud the dom estic requirem ents for 
hot w ater. 
To stop th is nm se and ; • t rid 
of th e steam , it is th e custom to open th e 
h ot w afer faucet. 
This w ill accon. lish it, 
but if th e hot w ater faucet is o p tn sd su d ­ 
denly, there is danger of th e boiler col­ 
lapsing if it be a copper one, for the reason 
th a t the cold w ater suddenly retu rn in g to 
fill th e space occupied by th e sts tin, con­ 
denses the steam instantly and produces 
th e vacuum, w hich results in the collapse 
of th e boiler. 
I t is safer to open to e hot 
w ater faucet very slowly and thus ore vent 
the sudden condensation of th e steam . The 
risk of collapse is also greater in a city 
w here the w ater pressure is v e r'1 light, as 
in New’ Y ork, for the steam meets w ith so 
little 
resistance 
by 
reason 
of 
w ant 
of pressure th at it more read iv forms 
and more easily forces th e w ater ou t 
cf the boiler through the pipes l ack to the 
street main. 
The other danger is th e 
bursting of the w ater-hack and : :ie conse­ 
quent demolition of th e range. 
T tis is 
solely due to ignorance or carel c-sness. 
If 
a range fire Í3 let down on a cold night, 
and the w ater iu the w ater-hack or in the 
connecting pipes between it and the boiler 
becomes trozen, bo th a t circulation is im ­ 
peded, th e building cf a fire in the range 
under such circmnstances is alm ost < ream 
to cause an explosion which m ight prove 
fatal to life as well as disastrous to prop­ 
erty, for it is m anifest th at as soon ;.s the 
w ater-back becomes heated steam is gen­ 
erated, and if it is confined an; not per­ 
m itted to «irenlate, som ething h is to give 
way, and an explosion is th e result. 
The 
sam e thing m ight occur if both tho hot 
and 
cold-w ater 
pipes 
became 
frozen. 
H ouseholders should therefore s " to it 
th a t during cold w eather a fire is 
p tin 
th e range, so th a t th is freezii. . u 
night 
not occur. 
If tor any reason i‘ is neces­ 
sary to let th e fire cu t for any period, 
care Bhould be taken to em pty • he boiler, 
to uncouple it from the w ater-’ ack, and 
to blow cu t all tho w ater th a t may be in 
th e w ater-hack, by using a plumb 
’s force 
pum p for the purpose. 
Expió i ins have 
been know n to occur becau-a so called 
plum bers have disconnected the 
ler for 
repairs and forgotten to blow the w ater 
o ut of the w ater-back, w hich a 
rw ard 
became frozen, and then, w hen ecuaecting 
it again, neglected to ascertain w hether 
th e m eans of circulation w ere im reded or 
n o t.— [Sanitary Engineer.

To one p in t of vinegar take six 
tablespoonfnls of m ustard, hail an ounce of 
turm eric, one cupful of Bugar, half a cupful 
of flour; stir all together, heat a :d turn 
over th e pickles.

In the fall of 
1873, while trapping at the head of Fiat 
Willow and McDonald’s creeks, I also 
killed two large white-tail deer w ith a 
black line along backbone and two rows of 
w hite spots, the latter of the size of a cop­ 
per cent, on each • ide. 
Have not seen any 
liko it since.” 
In the autum n of 1S78 we 
killed, iu a dry lake, near the head of Dis­ 
mal rn r, Nci-raska, the biggest and hand­ 
somest buck we ever saw.

If yon set a deadfall and sprinkle 
under it some of the essential oil of vale­ 
rian no Thomas or Tabitha passing near it 
will fail to enter and yield up the last one 
of the nine lives at the shrine of this great 
medicine god of the tribe. 
F a sh io n a n d D ogs.—A w riter in Forest 
and Stream says : Fashion extends even to 
the kennel. 
According to the old proverb 
“ Every dog has his day,” aud the various 
breeds are each in turn by fashion made 
popular. Some years ago collies in London 
were very fashionable, and it was the cor­ 
rect thing to have a black and tan collie at 
one’s heels on all suitable occasions. 
I be­ 
lieve the Queen lirst brought this breed 
into notice.

white was the color, and the old-fashioned 
half and half dog ttai nowhere. 
The call 
of fashion in this ease was the cauie of 
great improvement in the breed, as the 
style of dog generally seen now show very 
little of the bull dog, although they retain 
his cuurage. Small bull terriers make hand­ 
some pets, and besides are always ready 
for anything in the shape of mischief or 
fun.

day.

Shaw, who, I suppose, is one of the first 
authorities on bulldogs, in his “ Book of 
the Dog,” says : “ The bulldog, pure and 
simple, is, as a rule, a harmless, good- 
natured beast, long-suffering and very slow 
to anger.” A well-educated bulldog makes 
a good house dog, as they are quiet, clean, 
patient with children and always on band 
in defense of their master or friends.

SCIENTIFIC 
SCRAPS. 
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A German savant, after much investiga­ 
tion, reports that the average brain of a 
man is ten per cent, larger than the average 
brain of a woman. 
The proposed canal from Bordeaux to 
Narhonne lias been reported on by M. 
Lepinay, and is not unlikely to be carried 
o u t; it will be about 250 miles long, the 
locks allowing the passage of vessels over 
400 feet in length. 
To fix pencil-marks so they will not rub 
out, take well-skimuied milk and dilute 
with an equal bulk of water. 
W ash the 
pencil-marks (whether writing or drawing) 
w ith the liquid, using a soft flat camel-hair 
brush, and avoiding all rubbing. 
Place 
upon a flat board to dry. 
The experiment of irrigating lands in the 
neighborhood of Paris with w ater from the 
sewers is said to be working successfully. 
Sterile tracks of land have been converted 
into fertile plains, while no increase of 
sickness among the inhabitants has fol­ 
lowed, as was apprehended. 
Prof. Carnelly, of Sheffield, has shown 
that liquids can be reduced to a solid, or 
frozen state, and still retain their heat. 
In order to convert a solid into a liquid the 
pressure must be above a certain point. As 
long, therefore, as the necessary pressure 
is maintained no amount of heat will liquify 
it. 
By observing this law Prof. Carnelly 
succeeded in freezing some w ater in a glass 
vessel which remained so hot as to burn 
the hand. 
An insect has no lungs, states J. G. 
Wood. 
It respires after a manner totally 
different from that of higher animals. The 
“ spiracles” admit air into two tubes, 
which run along the sides of the body. 
The insect does not breathe through its 
mouth or through its nose, but through 
the sides of its body. It has a large number 
of brains through the body, which explains 
why it is so diflicult to kill an insect, as each 
separate brain has to be destroyed. 
The ruins of a once magnificent bathing 
establishment, covered over by more than 
thirty feet of ashes and lava, have been 
discovered by Prof. Gniseppe Novi, near 
Herculaneum. 
From all descriptions they 
appear to surpass anything of a similar na­ 
ture heretofore excavated, either at Her­ 
culaneum or Pompeii. 
The sculptured 
fountains and tanks are of Oriental granite, 
the floors are of colored glass mosaic, and 
the walls of the building are richly adorned 
with paintings and stucco work.

Not long ago I saw a reporter 
taking a lecture on the Abencki tribe of 
Indians, in which occurred the name of the 
powerful sachem, 
Choppegogmageoclika- 
muggin. 
Ju st imagine th at thing tired 
off at an unsnspectmg American citizen, 
aud conceive, if 
you can, the mental 
wreck left behind when that orthograph­ 
ical cyclone rumbled by. 
The practice 
of stenography 
is 
the 
sawing 
wood 
of intellect. 
It is the cultivation of detail, 
so th at exact words are remembered in 
their consecutive order, but very often at 
the sacrifice of ability 
to grasp 
the 
thought contained in those words. 
There 
is a dangerous temptation in this direc­ 
tion, because of the difficulty of run­ 
ning 
simultaneously 
two 
trains 
of 
thought ; and if the stenographer fails 
to tight down this tendency he loses his 
individuality as 
a thinking, reflecting 
human being, and degenerates into a bald­ 
headed, shorthand factory, ready to step 
into his intellectual grave. 
Common sense 
and general information have ahoat as 
much to do with accuracy in stenography 
as in long hand. 
lit rapid w riting cüarae- 
ter3 representing entirely different words 
will often look very much alike, and the 
reporter sometimes fails to detect in his 
nstes little pieces of skullduggery that 
lead him into frightful mistakes. 
I have 
known stenographers under whose heroic 
treatm ent the “ Sermon on the M ount” 
would read like a chapter from “ R attle­ 
snake Dick, the Riugtailed Screamer of the 
Ilocky Mountains.” 
I confess that I my­ 
self once reported a eulogistic address in 
which were the words, 
‘His brow was 
enwreatbed with celestial wisdom ;” and 
when I came to convert into a long hand 
the notes looked up into my face w ith im­ 
pudent retitude and made the speaker say, 
“ His bread was enriched with a stump tail 
hard p iu .” Tnis was simply a case of 
similarity of outline.

E0ME FACTS ABOUT DIAMONDS. 


Historical Gems—Present Condition and 
Tendency of the Trade. 


[New York Qraphic.( 
A Graphic reporter yesterday dropped 
into the store of a prominent diamond 
broker on Broadway, and had an enter­ 
taining conversation with the dealer on 
the subject of diamonds. 
“ The diamond is an interesting theme 
for extended study,” 
said the dealer, 
whose time appeared for the moment to be 
unoccupied. 
“ Indeed, the history of 
some notable gems are as romantic and 
complete as those of the greatest of man­ 
kind. 
I have some historical specimens 
here for that matter. 
But you asked me 
about the value of diamonds. 
I suppose 
in the vaults of the Equitable Building 
can be found the most valuable of any in 
the city. 
There are few exceedingly valu­ 
able ones exposed for sale. 
Diamonds are 
not worn as much as they were some years 
ago. 
I notice that some of our wealthiest 
ladies wear plain jewelry now in prefer­ 
ence to diamonds. 
On state occasions 
Mrs. John Jacob Astor wears diamonds 
worth several fortunes. 
Mrs. A. T. Stew­ 
art seldom wears them. 
I t is chiefly the 
middle class of society th at display them 
to any extent. 
Our best trade is among 
the middle class and the sporting and 
demi-monde element of society. 
But as 
to original value. 
Now, I have made a 
study of diamonds, and history tells me 
that long before the Christian era the 
crystallized form of pure carbon was known 
for its value as an instrum ent for cutting, 
and had its place in bijuutry. 
According 
to Indian traditions, the famous Koh-i-ucor 
was found in the mines of Golconda long 
before Christ’s birth. 
For centuries it was 
the symbol of succession among the sover­ 
eigns of Central India, and in the four­ 
teenth century it became one of the treas­ 
ures of Delhi. 
Afterwards it came into 
the possession of the Persian monarchs, 
and at the victory of the rebel N adir Shah 
it was glittering in the turban of the van­ 
quished Mohammed S.,ah. 
Na lir politely 
asked Mohammed to exchange turbans 
w ith him as a mark of friendship. 
For 
several centuries the Persian monarchs 
possessed it, and in 1S13 it was made the 
price of Shah Shujah’s liberty by liis con 
queror, Runjest Singh, of Punjaub. 
W ith 
the annexation of Punjaub to the East 
India Company’s territory in 1S50 the 
Koh-i-noor beSame the property of the 
Qieen of England, whose crown it now 
adornB, together with 49C other gems, the 
latter being valued at 8372,000. 
The 
Koh-i-noor Bince being recut w eiihs 122$ 
carats, and is valued at $900,000. 
But 
this is only one among many historic gems. 
Tlie King of Portugal ow ns one which, if 
genuine—of which there is some doubt— 
is worth about $23,000 000.” 
“ How about the Shah of Persia’s dia­ 
monds?” 
“ It is said that they are mostly bogus. 
And this accounts for the fact that dia­ 
monds are not so much worn now as for­ 
merly. 
There is so much of the cheap 
trash in tlie matket, which can hardly be 
distinguished from the genuine except by 
an expert. 
I have diamonds here that 
cost $10,000 that I will sell for half price. 
B ut,” 
continued 
the 
dealer, 
“ you’ve 
heard of the Orloff diamond, one of the 
ornaments of the imperial scepter of Rus­ 
sia. 
It was originally the eye of an Indian 
idol, from whence it was stolen by a 
French soldier, who thought he was get­ 
ting a fortune when he sold it in Madras 
for $9,400. 
Catharine of Russia paid 
$418,500 for it. 
Tne Sancy is a $180,000 
brilliant belonging to Russia, 
H tnry III. 
once sent this jewel to the Swiss Govern­ 
ment by a servant. 
The servant was as­ 
sassinated, but swallowed the diamond 
before he died, and it was afterwards taken 
from his stomach. 
Of other famous dia­ 
monds there are the French Eugenie ; the 
T uscany; the Nassae, belonging to the 
Marquis of W estminster, and valued at 
$148,000; the Napoleon R egent; the Hope, 
a blue diamond ; the Dresden, of London ; 
the Brazilian ; the Czar ; the Shah ; tlie 
Polar Star, and others of almost fabulous 
wealth. 
None of the most notable dia­ 
monds are owned in the U nited States, 
though it was recently reported th at Mrs. 
John G. Mackay, the wife of the mining 
king, who owns $1,000,000 of diamonds, is 
saitf to have puichased one that used to 
adorn a crown. Diamond commerce proper 
began in 1728, when the Brazilian mines 
were opened. 
In 1808, some children 
playing upon the bauks of the Orange river 
found a diamoud weighing two and a quar­ 
ter carats, and this led to the opeuinir of 
the South African diamond fields. 
E x­ 
tensive m ints have also been opened in 
Australia. 
Like almost all other minerals, 
diamonds and diamond dust have been tlie 
circulating medium of exchange in many 
countries, and, indeed, in Brazil have pur­ 
chased even human liberty, the slave miner 
being given his freedom if he should dis­ 
cover a diamond of 171 carats and over. 
Diamond mines have been also discovered 
in the U nited States, in Rutherford county, 
North C arolina; Hall county, G eorgia; 
Franklin county, North Carolina, and in 
Virginia. 
The most valuable diamond 
found iu the United States was picked up 
by a poor workingman at Manchester, Vir­ 
ginia, in 185G 
I t weighed 23.7 carats, 
but was so badly used by its ignorant 
finder, th at its value was greatly deteri­ 
orated. ” 
“ How about the trade in New Y ork?" 
“ Nearly every jeweler and broker dab­ 
bles in diamonds, but I can’t say that the 
trade has benefited tlie original dealers, it 
is estimated that over $10,000,000 worth 
of diamonds have been retailed here dur­ 
ing the past year. 
It is hard to say how 
large the wholesale trade has been. 
The 
past year the demand was for fine dia­ 
monds, and a fine stone which in former 
years had to be sold for $300 or $350 now 
sells for from $000 to $700. 
We don’t sell 
diamonds by any schedule of weight. 
A 
two-carat stone may sell for $75, and one 
just as heavy for $750. 
Nor can they be 
sold for a certain sum per carat. 
A fine 
brilliant weighing one carat may cost $200, 
while a two-carat stone of equal fineness 
sells for $500 or $000. 
The average dia­ 
mond sold here weighs about one and a 
quarter carats, and costs about $200. They 
are mostly African and Brazilian stones, 
aüd are shipped from London and Amster­ 
dam by Tiffany & Co., Randall, Barmore& 
Co., Alfred H. Smith & Co., Buckingham, 
Cole & Saunders, Lyon & Saunders, Lyon 
& Hardy, and other New York and Boston 
firms. 
There is a delusion under which 
some diamond buyers labor. 
There was a 
mine in Brazil which formerly produced 
stones magnificent for their clearness and 
refractive powers. 
I t was called the ‘old 
mine,’ and many of the particularly fine 
stones now sold are called the ‘old mine 
stones.’ 
There is no difference in the in­ 
trinsic value of the stone, the rich merely 
delighting to pay a good sum for the 
name.” 
The present local fancy in the way of 
diamond jewelry is tlie combination of dia­ 
monds, rubies and sapphires, set flush in 
hammered gold or in w hat is called knife- 
edged setting, in which the last setting is 
so fine as to be scarcely perceptible at a 
short distance, the gem alone appearing to 
view. 
One fiue piece of this work Í3 a 
dragon fly. 
The Lead is a raby, tlie thorax 
and abdomen are diamonds, while twenty- 
two diamonds sparkle in the wings. 
The 
dragon fly is poised upon a spiral, the 
slightest vibration of which makes the 
costly little insect emit sparks of beautiful 
white, red and blue light. 
Rubies are be­ 
coming so Bcaree that their price exceeds 
that of diamonds. 
Small diamonds, rang­ 
ing from six to ten carats in pairs, are the 
greatest in demand in this and other mar­ 
kets.

Upon further assurances that he was not 
as formidable as depicted, the lady con­ 
sented to advise with the “ terrible mon­ 
ster,” w ith General Garfield as advance 
guard. 
Upon stating the subject of her 
visit, after a surprisingly polite reception, 
General Butler told her the history of the 
two swords. 
“ After their capture I sent 
them to Washington, with the suggestion 
that one of them be donated to Anuapolis 
Academy and the other to W est Point, as 
exemplars of what base uses may be made 
of honorary weapons sometimes,” said 
Benjamin, unmindful of tne lady’s si glit 
writhing upon this application of the 
thumbscrew. 
“ But tny advice was not 
taken. 
They were subsequently locked up 
iu one of the Treasury vaults for safe­ 
keeping, aud one of the duplicate keys 
handed over to me.”

silber was buried, and hyar it all is, sure 
’uutf.’ 
I used that plate while I occupied 
your father’s house as headquarters, but 
eventually turned every piece, lurks, dishes 
and spoons” (here tne General paused em­ 
phatically), “ to the Quarteimaster's de­ 
partment, aud here are the vouchers for 
every article brought to me,” said the Mas­ 
sachusetts statesman, lilting the lid of ais 
desk, and laying his hand on an orderly pile 
of papers. 
And sure enough there were the 
vouchers, all properly cigned and credited, 
aud B ujamin never kept those spoons, 
after all. 
“ Where they subsequently dis­ 
appeared,” continued the Gcneial, “ lhave 
no means of knowing, but years ago they 
were turned over to the Government.” As­ 
tute Ben. 
He has been waiting all these 
years quietly, patiently, serenely, knowing' 
the time would come when he would be 
questioned as to the deeds done in New 
Orleans, and everything was discovered 
done decently and in order.

BOERS AS KING-MáKSRS

ST GEORGE ALPKRD TjW RSKKD. 


A Cape Town correspondent of the Lon­ 
don Standard publishes 
the 
foliotving 
curious story : 
“ It was iu the early part 
of the present cen’ury that Chaka, the 
great Zulu conqueror, placed over two 
of the tribes which had fallen under his 
sway a young chief named Moselekatse, in 
whom he discovered great ability. Mosele- 
katse was himseli of the royal blood of one 
of these tribes, aud he ingratiated himself 
with the other by marrying 
the two 
daughters of the cl ief. 
He soon became 
sufficiently powerful to throw iff the yoke 
of Chaka, and, after tome ytarsof wander­ 
ing campaigus, in the course of which he 
made au unsuccessful attem pt upon Basuto­ 
land, he finally settled in the fertile coun­ 
try between the Limpopo and the Zambesi, 
where his n-mie soon became as terrible as 
th at of Chaka iu Zululand. 
Projecting 
further conquests, he essayed to cross 
the Zambesi with his army, leaving at home 
his 80ub, Kuruman aud Lo Benqula, who 
had been borne to him by his two royal 
wives. 
A petty chief, who dwelt by the 
great river, complied with his request to 
be ferried over, but discerning the op­ 
portunity of 
ridding 
the 
country 
of 
Moselekatse, lie prevailed upon him to 
have the army first ferried over by detach­ 
ments to an island in mid-stream. 
To this 
Moselekatse consented, and no sooner were 
the troops concentrated on the island than 
the canoes made off and left them to their 
fate. 
W hat happened there had better 
not be known. 
Those who tried to swim 
across were either drowned or eaten by 
crocodiles ; 
those 
who 
remained 
were 
drived to cannibalism. 
The few who had 
not embarked wailed in vain on the south­ 
ern shore for many weeks, and then, return­ 
ing to their capital, reported th at Mosele­ 
katse and his army had perished. 
His 
eldest son, Kuruman, was thereupon pro­ 
claimed king ; hut hardly was he installed 
when Moselekatse, with a remnant of his 
warriors turned up. 
lie immediately put 
to death the chiefs who had crowned Ku­ 
ruman, and the prince himself was sent to 
live in seclusion. 
In 1808 Moselekatse 
died, and search wa3 immediately mads 
for Kuruman, but in vain. 
Lo Benqula, 
his half brotiier, although repeatedly pre­ 
sented with a kingly crown, not only re­ 
fused it, but at his own ct st sent messen­ 
gers to hunt up his missing brother. 
In 
ÍS70, however, tlie people woulel brook 
no more delay, and Lo Banqula was duly 
crowned. 
No sooner was this done than a 
“ claim ant” arose who declared himself to 
be the missing Kuruman. His antecedents 
when examined were, to say the least, pe­ 
culiar. 
He had been shepherd to a Boer ; 
he had been a servant to Sir Thecphilus 
(then Mr.) Stepstone in Natal. 
The gen­ 
eral opinion was th at he was a son of 
Moselekatse by a concubine. 
Only one 
section of the tribe espoused his cause, and 
Lo Benqula, personally heading his army, 
attacked the rebels and destroyed them al­ 
most to a man. 
Since then nothing has 
been heard of the missing Kuruman. 
But 
it seems that at the time of the Langali- 
balele affair he got away from Natal, and 
he is now said to be in the hands of Paul 
Kruger, one of the trium virate who direct 
movements of the Boers. 
It will be seen 
at once w hat a prize has fallen to them iu 
such a claimant. 
They have only to carry 
him across the Limpopo to secure almost 
their owit terms from Lo Benqula, who 
would see th a t he could not contend 
against them, supported as they would be 
by all the discontented and disaffected of 
his own people. 
England would thus have 
annexed the Transvaal only to create the 
Trans-Limpopo, and the barrier of the 
Baers between the British and the natives 
would still remain.

3 HU FELD T AND THE CHINESE NAVY. 
It is announced that Commodore Shu- 
ieldt has undertaken to assume control of 
the Chinese Navy, and it is stated that 
this officer was selected for the position be­ 
cause China desired to keep clear of com­ 
plications between England and Russia. 
This is rather a complimentary explanation, 
bat it Í8 not the only one possible. Thus 
it might be suggested that an American 
naval officer was chosen because the navy 
of the United States more closely resem­ 
bled that of China in general inefficiency 
than that of any other power. Our naval of­ 
ficers may further be said to represent a 
placid fossilism which approximates very 
nearly to the conservatism of that of the 
Chinese. They have no navy, and neither 
have we. They know nothing of modern 
inventions in naval warfare, and neither do 
we. American naval science is a little in 
advance of that of China, and therefore 
Commodore Shufeldt ought to be able to 
bring on the Celestials gradually but 
surely to the point at which his own ex­ 
perience stops. As,. however, the United 
States have never built a naval vessel ca­ 
pable of encountering any one of a hun­ 
dred or so European ironclads, and as there 
is no naval artillery in our possession com­ 
petent to effect anything, it would seem 
that Commodore Shufeldt must first teach 
himself the later improvements in naval 
warfare before he can instruct the Chinese. 
His theoretical knowledge may be very- 
considerable, but for such a position as he 
has taken practical knowledge is required. 
If the Chinese are satisfied, however, we 
need not find fault with the situation. It 
is, after all, their interests which are con­ 
cerned, and if they are afraid to follow 
the Japanese in adopting radical reforms, 
no doubt they have done wisely in coming 
to a country which does not possess a 
navy for instruction in the most modern 
naval inventions. It is to be hoped that 
the gallant Commodore-will not make his 
new employers believe that the Monitor 
and Merrimsc afford the best models ex­ 
tant for ironclads, but beyond this it does 
*£Ot matter much what he does. 


THE ACQUITTAi OF KALLOCH. 
The acquittal of young Kalloch can 
hardly surprise those who have followed 
the trial closely, however ill the outcome 
may seem to harmonize with the facts of 
the killing of Charles De Young, as given 
to the public at the time of his death. 
When Kalloch Junior walked into the 
Chronicle office and shot Charles De Young, 
there was no intimation from any quarter 
of the line of defense which was subse­ 
quently adopted. At that time there were 
undoubtedly many people engaged in inves­ 
tigating the homicide who would, as may 
be assumed, have been glad to diseover 
any scrap of evidence tending to show 
that a willful murder had not been com­ 
mitted. De Young had enemies of the 
most bitter kind. There was in fact a dis­ 
tinct party against him in San Francisco. 
Conld it have been shown that he had 
made the first aggressive movement, and 
that Kalloch had acted in self-defense, it 
would have beeD absolutely impossible for 
the friends of De Young to suppress that 
evidence. It is notorious that there was no 
question whatever as to the facts of the 
homicide at that date. It is equally no­ 
torious that when, some time subse­ 
quently, Clemetshaw came forward with 
his story of a shot fired by De Young, he 
was convicted of perjury on what was al­ 
lowed to be conclusive testimony, and was 
sentenced to the Penitentiary. It has 
often enough been Baid that the line of de­ 
fense adopted in this case was a complete 
surprise to the public, but the implications 
of that assertion do not appear to have 
been fully realized. W hat is involved in 
such a defense is the sudden setting up of 
a theory in support of which no jot or 
tittle of evidence is known to exist in any 
of the facts already ascertained. Such a 
defense, therefore, is suspicious from its 
very character, and coming after the 
Clemetshaw episode it was doubly sus­ 
picious. 
But to the increasing surprise of the 
public, what is called the six-shot theory 
was on the trial sworn to by many wit­ 
nesses, and in the moBt positive way. It 
might well be asked where these swift 
witnesses were, when Clemetshaw was 
being condemned to the Penitentiary. It 
might well be asked why no one of them 
came forward immediately alter the homi­ 
cide, and why no one of them, so far as 
can be ascertained, ever acquainted his 
friends or relatives with the momentous 
circumstance which all these persons were 
aware of. So singular an accord of reti­ 
cence, bo harmonious an access of pru­ 
dence, so automatic a concurrence in a 
policy which could not have been the 
result of mutual deliberation, remain in­ 
explicable on any theory consistent with 
the final conclusion of the jury. Nor is it 
much less remarkable that all the wit­ 
nesses who heard the sixth shot fired hap­ 
pen to belong to what may be called the 
shady side of the community. 
What 
could have brought so strange a collec­ 
tion of seedy and dilapidated characters 
into the immediate neighborhood of the 
Chronicle office on the night of the homi­ 
cide, is another mystery. In fact it is 
impossible to reflect upon the conduct of 
these witnesses from first to last without 
b*nng reminded of Hume’s observation re­ 
garding the credibility of miracles. 
Had the conditions been favorable to the 
impaneling of intelligent jurors in capital 
cases, it seems reasonable to conclude that 
the evidence for the defense would have 
been accorded less weight than it actually 
obtained. Whether any considerable num­ 
ber of intelligent men and women believe 
to-day, after reading all the evidence, that 
De Young fired at all, is, we venture to 
say, extremely doubtful. But the jury had 
many disturbing and confusing influences 
operating upon their minds. There was 
ground for suspecting that if perjury wa3 
being committed, it was not confined to 
one side. There was ground for believing 
that the prosecution was inspired by quite 
as reckless and desperate a spirit as influ- 
eneedthe defense. And it must alsobe bone 
in mind that however intrinsically im­ 
probable the theory of the defense was, and 
however shaky the characters of several of 
its witnesses were shown to be, the evi­ 
dence of many of them was not disproved, 
or even seriously impeached. Twelve men 
of average brain power would have pierced 
through the sophistries of counsel, and 
distinguished between the false and the 
true evidence ; but unfortunately for the 
cause of justice such juries are practically 
unattainable in murder trials, and the re­ 
sults are such as we see. 
W ith an ordinary criminal jury the 
confusion of testimony so skillfully brought 
about was enough to prevent conviction. 
It was believed that an element of doubt 
had been introduced to the case. It was 
at least sufficient to hang a disagreement 
upon. And then juries are bnt human, 
and though they were told to disregard 
the pamphlet episode, it is highly prob­ 
able that it influenced their verdict. 
Charles De Young’s character, his former 
relations with the elder Kalloch, his ag­ 
gressive and domineering temper, the 
vengeful ferocity of b¡3 assaults upon his 
enemies, ought not to have cut any figure 
in this case, but no doubt these considera­ 
tions also exerted an appreciable influence. 
Perhaps some more remote and irrelevant 
ideas were at work. Perhaps a feeling 
existed to the effect that personal jour­ 
nalism somehow placed its adopters 
outside the pale of the law, and rendered 
their violent taking off justifiable. If 
this was thought of it was wrong, but 
juries cannot always be confined to the 
law and the facts, no matter how ably and 
impartially Judges may charge them. In 
short, it is apparent that Kalloch has been 
acquitted more because the man he killed 
was what he was than because the theory of 
the defense was looked upon as a complete 
answer to the theory of the prosecution. 
Of course this is not a satisfactory state 
of things, but it is due to conditions 
for the existence of many of which Charles 
De Young himself was mainly account­ 
able. The verdict is not by any means 
an outcome to be rejoiced over, but neither 
is it so flagrant a perversion of the 
machinery of justice as several recent mur­ 
der trials have resulted in. 
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THE EFFECT OF AN EASTERN FINANCIAL 
CRISIS UPON CALIFORNIA. 
The opinion that a financial collapse is 
impending gains adherents daily. It is said 
that the heaviest Wall-street operators 
have unloaded and are seeking safety in 
temporary retirement. 
Such a reverse

. -J- — It is true that the 


“ business boom’’ which arose simultane­ 
ously with resumption has been constantly 
tending toward inflation of values and over 
production in many kinds of manufactures, 
but neither manufactures nor commerce 
show signs of collapse. The predictions of 
an early financial crisis are based largely 
upon the strong tendency toward consoli­ 
dation manifested by transportation and 
telegraph companies. It is also claimed 
that the railroad properties of the country 
have been bonded for every cent of value 
they represent, and that upon this their 
incomes have been bonded, and from the 
proceeds of this device for anticipating 
their values dividends have been declared. 
All this may be accented as a condition 
precedent to a general break in the share 
market, 
but the prosperity of the 
country does not depend upon the 
state of the stock market. 
Busi­ 
ness in that line represents merely 
the transactions incident to change of 
ownership of property. The property, 
whatever it may be, remains as produc­ 
tive under one ownership as another. 
Even, however, admitting the liability of 
a financial crash in the great monetary 
centers of the country, the interest of the 
Pacific States in the event remains remote. 
California has not reflected the financial 
vicissitudes of the East. We did not suf­ 
fer with the Atlautic States in the pro­ 
found depths of depression obtaining from 
1872 to 1878, and on the other hand we 
have not felt sensibly the “ business boom” 
which, arising in 1879, has gathered aug­ 
menting force almost to the present time. 
In fact our period of greatest depression 
has been coincident with that of greatest 
inflation at the East. Our Communistic 
Constitution has worked us much ill, and 
has yet large reserves of latent power for 
future mischief. But the absence of all 
sympathetic response to the monetary and 
commercial conditions of the East proves 
quite conclusively the existence of separate 
and independent causes controlling the 
business affairs of the two extremes of the 
country. The Pacific States and Territo­ 
ries, therefore, constitute an independent 
commercial empire, and our prosperity 
will be due to our own industry, energy 
and enterprise, and our adversities will be 
chargeable to our own errors rather than 
to any controlling influence exerted by 
any given condition existing at the East. 
The crisis so confidently predicted as now 
impending can therefore possess for us 
only a secondary interest. 


THE PLAGUE. 
The plague has reappeared in Western 
Asia. This time it is to be hoped there 
will not he a repetition of the “ scare” 
which marked its advent a few years ago. 
In the first place, it proved at that time to 
be without sufficient foundation ; in the 
next place, it can do only harm. Wise 
precaution can be taken without a state 
of alarm prevailing. Fear of disease in­ 
vites its attack and weakens the efforts 
put forth to resist its advance. The truth 
is, the plague appears every year in certain 
sections. 
Like the small-pox in great 
cities, there are localities from which it 
seldom departs. The history of the plague 
shows it to have been nearly always a 
local disease, and in the region between 
Bagdad and the Persian Gulf it nearly al­ 
ways exists. When the snows at the 
source of the Tigris and Euphrates begin 
to melt, the waters of those streams flood 
the low-lying countries as far back as fifty 
and even one hundred miles from their 
banks. The hot season sets in, and the 
waters drying up rapidly, the section is 
left, like a swamp, full of miasmatic va­ 
pors ; and fevers developing, the plague 
soon puts in an appearance among tho in­ 
habitants, whose uncleanly habits are ex­ 
actly of the kind to invite its advances. 
There is no reason to apprehend that, with 
the exercise of ordinary sanitary precau- 
tons and the enforcement of cleanliness 
upon thickly settled communities, that the 
plague will not extend over Europe, or 
find any secure foothold upon this conti­ 
nent. 
"A PLAGUE ON BOTH YOUR HOUSES." 
It appears from the statements of the 
New York journals that the nomination of 
Pohertson for Collector of that port cannot 
be regarded as in the interest of civil serv­ 
ice reform at all. In fact it is expressly 
asserted that it is an open repudiation of 
that theory by President Garfield, and that 
it indicates a purpose on his part to reward 
all who helped him at Chicago either di­ 
rectly or indirectly. Robertson broke the 
New York delegation on that occasion, re­ 
volting against Conkling, and hence, it is 
said, his reward. If this is really the case 
it is clear that this nomination, though a 
blow at Conkling, is not a step in advance. 
In fact it is alleged that it merely signifies 
a determination on the part of Blaine to 
revenge himself on his old enemy. It is 
therefore no wonder that the Evening Post, 
a staunch champion of political reform, de­ 
clines to hail this step as having any sig­ 
nificance of that kind, and merely remarks 
that it is not a good way to secure “ har- 
“ mony m the party.” The present indica­ 
tions are that both the New York Senators 
will fight the nomination with [all their 
might, though ¿the ¿State Senate of New 
York has somewhat embarrassed them by 
indorsing Robertson’s nomination unani­ 
mously. The presumption no doubt is that 
President Garfield knows what he is doing, 
and that he would not invite a conflict 
with Conkling unless he was assured of a 
victory in the end. If however this vic­ 
tory is to produce nothing more useful than 
the substitution of one Boss for another, we 
fail to see any cause for congratulation in 
regard to it. 
A PECULIAR POPULAR DEMONSTRATION. 
It is difficult to discover the motives of 
the popular demonstration in San Fran­ 
cisco' over the acquittal of Kalloch. No 
doubt there are as many fools to the square 
mile in that city as elsewhere, but it takes 
a great deal of folly to get up a furore of 
this kind. Kalloch can hardly be regarded 
as a hero, the verdict of the jury notwith­ 
standing. He has very certainly killed a 
man, and thongh acquitted of the charge 
of willful murder, by no means after a 
fashion which affords his friends just cause 
for vaingloriousness. In short such an 
ending to such a trial should have been re­ 
ceived with impressive silence. The pro­ 
ceedings have not been of an order to en­ 
courage the moral and decent elements of 
society. They have in fact been charac­ 
terized by more than the usual amount of 
hard swearing and turpitude. Kalloch no 
doubt has abundant reason for gratitude to 
his counsel, Mr. Highton, for it. would 
have been impossible to make an abler or 


more intrepid defense than that gentleman 
made. But ontside of the parties thus im­ 
mediately interested there is no ground for 
rejoicing, and the idiots who insisted on 
drawing the defendant home the other 
night laid themselves open to the sus­ 
picion that they were really triumphing 
over what appeared to them as another 
failure of Justice—their natural enemy. 
THE DISSATISFIED COLONISTS. 
It is said that the British colonists in 
South Africa are deeply disgusted with the 
decision of Mr. Gladstone to make terms 
with the Boers, and that they are going 
about pretending to be ashamed of being 
Englishmen. 
These people are very silly. 
W hat was discreditable to their country in 
this business was the making war upon the 
Boers at all; not the resolution to recede 
from an untenable position. There are, 
however, always people who think that 
when a country has entered upon a bad war, 
it is bound to go on with it, and that any 
amount of oppression is more excusable 
than a fraDk atonement for governmental 
errors. If the English cannot maintain 
their African colonies without doing in­ 
justice to innocent people, then it is clear 
that they ought not to maintain their 
colonies. It is not necessary to any useful 
purpose that they should keep up these 
offshoots, but it Í3 indispensable to the 
progress of civilization that great nations 
should learn to do justice to weak ones, and 
that power should never be exercised to 
bolster vicious policies. 
Mr. Gladstone’s 
proposal to make terms with the Boers is 
one of the few really wise and broad epi­ 
sodes of his monotonously unfortunate ad­ 
ministration, and we trust that he may 
adhere to the resolution no matter how the 
Cape Colonists fret and complain. 
THE STORY OF THE BOGUS DIPLOMAS 
It seems that “ Dr.” Buchanan, the 
arch-rogue who was not long ago hunted 
down at Philadelphia, and who devised a 
sham suicide as a means of escaping from 
his pursuers, has at last resolved to con­ 
fess everything, finding himself finally 
caught. And his confession certainly ap­ 
pears to promise well for the breaking-up 
of the abominable system of fraud of 
which lie has been the brains so many years. 
For he has revealed the names of twenty- 
five bogus medical colleges, and of several 
thousands of men who have purchased the 
Bham diplomas of these institutions, to­ 
gether with much other information which, 
if properly employed, ought to put an end 
to these murderous frauds. It is hardly 
possible to believe Buchanan’s assertion that 
there are now not less than 00,000 bogus 
medical practitioners in the United States 
and Europe together, and this statement is 
chiefly incredible for the reason that if it 
was true it would leave very little room 
for genuine practitioners. No doubt quacks 
are far too numerous, but we are in­ 
clined to think that Buchanan has been 
romanciDg in order to add importance to 
his confession. If what he says is really 
true, it is evident that we need radical 
legislation on this subject. 


„THE NICE FIRE. 
The burning of the Italian Opera House 
at Nice was a horrible affair. There are 
very few continental theaters which are 
constructed with much regard to the safety 
of the audience in case of fire ; but that is 
not surprising, for there are very few thea­ 
ters or public buildings anywhere which 
possess sufficient means of egress. And it 
must be considered, further, that when a 
panic seizes a vast assemblage, even the 
widest passages and hallways may be 
choked by their blind and sudden rush. 
Such crowds lose all faculty of reasoning. 
They tear and trample and push without 
the least regard to consequences. They 
become mere beasts, reckless of everything 
but thfir own safety, and far too much 
dazed to know how to secure that. When 
a crowd once loses control of itself, it is 
impossible to guide it, and this was what 
happened at Nice. The same thing has 
occurred a hundred times, and perhaps in 
such a moment of frenzy it would be im­ 
possible to prevent great loss of life under 
any circumstances. The real remedy is to 
check the stampede at the beginning, and 
thus give time for the frightened people to 
reflect. Then they may be got to proceed 
rationally, and unless a fire is very swift 
indeed they may be all saved. 


A MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. 
Possibly a Clue to the Famous W heatland 
Outrage. 
Our dispatches last week mentioned the 
suicide of a young man named Raymond 
near Corralitos, Santa Cruz county. The 
following additional particulars we gather 
from the WatsoDville Pajnronian : 
A few minutes before he bade the Caudill 
family good-bye, then walked out in the 
road and shot himself through the back of 
the mouth, ranging upward, with a rifle. 
At the inquest it was discovered that the 
deceased had written two letters, one to 
his late employer, Frank Williams, and 
the other to his father, a resident of 
Marysville. These letters were read, and 
in them deceased claimed that he had con­ 
templated suicide for several months, and 
in the father’s letter language was used 
which might be construed to mean that 
there was some great and unknown can»» 
for the act. The saicide was about 19 
years of age. During his residence near 
Corralitos at several times he made re­ 
marks about the famous Wheatland out­ 
rage, which took place less than two years 
ago, which led his listeners to believe that 
the boy knew more about the case than he 
cared to divulge. It may have been only 
a boyish freak, to endeavor to impress his 
hearers that he was carrying a great mys­ 
tery, but when the language in his father’s 
letter is taken in connection with these re­ 
marks, and the singularity of the young 
man committing suicide for no apparent 
cause, it does not seem impossible that his 
chance remarks may have considerable 
truth in them. Judge Holbrook has com­ 
municated these rumors to Sheriff McCoy 
of Yuba county for his action.

BOOK BE VIEWS.

Mr. Norton has with much learning and 
in a pleasant style examined here the history 
of church-building in certain considerable cities 
of Italy during the middle ages. The sub­ 
ject is both important and interesting, for it 
throws many side lights upon the progress of 
civilization during that dim and ill-under­ 
stood period. There can be no doubt that 
the era of church-building in the middle ages 
which gave the world the most magnificent 
specimens of that kind of architecture was 
one of a genuine though rude piety. It was 
a time when men’s minds, still in the bar­ 
barous condition, demanded tangible symbols 
of religion everywhere, and when art, just 
awakening from the long trance of the decline 
of the Roman Empire and its irruption of 
savagism, was beginning to express in the 
most noble and durable forms that passionate 
appreciation of nature which is the soul of 
all true refinement, whether in architecture, 
painting or sculpture. And aleo in these 
times men 
had 
not 
ceased to- be 
thorough. There was so little individu­ 
ality developed among the masses yet 
that the most important life known 
was municipal life, as in the yet remoter 
Grecian republics. Men lived not for them­ 
selves, but for their city, and they recognized 
the right of the city to demand everything 
from them. So it was that the most skillful 
artificers and’ artists devoted themselves 
cheerfully to the production of those mar­ 
velous cathedrals and churches whose mas­ 
sive splendor and elaborate finish excite the 
wonder and perplexity of a generation so 
absorbed in its individua! development that 
the city and the state have almost ceased to 
retain even a show of allegiance. The tiuth 
is that the churches of the middle ages were 
really built by the people, and expressed gen­ 
uine popular ideas. They combined thor­ 
oughness and grace in a way since unattain­ 
able. They were strong yet beautiful, daring 
and large in conception, yet embracing au 
elaboration of detail almost incredible even 
to this age of mechanical duplication and 
reproduction. Mr. Norton has given an in­ 
teresting series of pictures of this very pe­ 
culiar state of society, and his book is a 
valuable contribution to the history of civil* 
ization.

Mr. Amos discusses the possibilities in re* 
gard to the doing away with war in a i ery 
clear and sober way. He shows that civili­ 
zation, and above all the increase in trans­ 
portation facilities and the growth of eco­ 
nomic knowledge, have greatly modified the 
modes of carrying on war, aud he thinks it 
fair to assume that at some not very distant 
date it may become possible or even neces­ 
sary to put an end to war altogether. We 
confess that we do not agiee with our author 
in believing that war will ever be stopped by 
a mere cold-blooded consideration of benefits 
and injuries. We think that if it is stopped 
at all it will rather be brought to an end by 
the invention of destructive agents eo tre­ 
mendous that it will be useless to put human 
beings into contention with them. Given 
a gun capable of destroying an ermy or a 
navy at a distance of ten or twenty miles, 
aud you have a great advance towards the 
establishment of universal peace. In short, 
Lord Lvtton’s idea of the vril force to be 
wielded by his Coming Pace, is firmly 
grounded in truth. The possession of a tre­ 
mendous and infallible destructive agency 
is the one certain means of securing perma­ 
nent peace, and v,-e believe that thus, and no 
otherwise, will war he finally brought to an 
end. 
sland Lieb. B y Alfred Russel Wallace. New 
York: U arprr k Bros. Sau Francisco: A. L. 
Bancroft & Co. 
Mr. Wallace has in this volume pursued 
the researches which were carried so far in 
his previous work entitled “ The Geographi­ 
cal Distribution of Animals." He discusses 
the phenomena and causes of insular faunas 
and floras, and includes an attempt to s lve 
the problems of geological climates. The 
book is distinctly a contribution in support of 
the doctrine of evolution, and as such it will 
be welcomed ; but it is more than this. In 
several respects it introduces comparatively or 
altogether new ideas, such, for example, as 
the permanence of the general distribution of 
land aud water over the surface of the globe, 
a theory by no means in accord with that 
which has been popularly accepted during 
the past thirty years. The nature and fre­ 
quency of the climatal changes throughout 
geological time are considered very fully and 
lucidly, and the work abounds with interest­ 
ing speculations and equally interesting de­ 
ductions from established facts. It is suffi­ 
ciently popular in style not to frighten the 
lay reader, aud it is a most valuable addition 
to our knowledge of the mutations which the 
crust of the earth has undergone since organic 
life appeared upon it. 
T h e E a r ly H ist o r y ok C h a r l e s J am es F oy.

Those who read the charming volumes of 
the life of Lord Macaulay by his nephew, 
Mr. Trevelyan, do not require to be told that 
in this book thev have a most interesting and 
well-written biography. It is however very 
much more than that. It is in fact scarcely 
less than a condensed history of the first fif­ 
teen years of the reign of George the Third. 
The author does indeed tell ua incidentally 
very much about the early years of Fox, but 
bis canvass is filled principally with other 
matters, and the interest he excites is far 
more attributable to them than to the devel­ 
opment of the great orator’s career. For in 
truth neither fondness nor eulogy can make 
of Fox’s early public life anything more re­ 
spectable than a singular display of most 
audaciousandunscrupulonsdemagogism. To a 
powerful and well-furnished intellect, Charles 
Fox seems to have joined a lack of moral 
force which certainly is not surprising 
when we reflect upon the character of his 
father, Lord Holland. We think, however, 
that the chief interest of this biographical 
fragment for Americans will consist in its 
revelations of the political corruption which 
characterized the times written of. Nothing 
could be worse than the condition of morals 
in public life during the early years of 
George the Third’s reign. The House of 
Commons had become a mere veDal 
mob. 
Members sold their votes almost 
openly for any consideration. Great laud 
owners and nobles bought and mustered 
parliamentary, votes without any sense of 
shame. The King entered the lists against 
his people, and in his desperate endeavors to 
establish personal monarchy hesitated at 
nothing in securing the means of controlling 
Parliament. 
The King in these days held that liberty 
was for himself alone, and that his subjects 
had no right to demand or expect it. As 
usual in such cases he found plenty of cour­ 
tiers to adopt his doctrines, and of necessity 
this sycophancy had serious results, for 
among other things it led 
to 
at­ 
tempts to break down the liberties 
of Englishmen, as established by Mag­ 
na Charts, by judges who desired more 
the sunshine of the court than the approval 
or gratitude of the commoners. And in 
this subserviency to the crown Charles Fox 
wect great lengths. We do not think with Mr. . 


Trevelyan that his youth can be pleaded 
in excuse for his recreancy to the cause of 
freedom. He was not too young at this 
time to assume and maintain a position of 
masterful prominence in the House of 
Commons. In fact his intellectual emi­ 
nence was such that his contemporaries 
seem never to have thought of questioning 
it, and whichever side he was on felt itself 
assured of success. But it is disagreeable to 
observe that Charles Fox threw himself 
into the arms of the King’s party without 
solicitation, and that he distinguished him­ 
self by his utter want of scruple and prin­ 
ciple in assailing that freedom of the press 
which afterwards he did so much to enlarge 
and fortify. Hig effrontery and readiness were 
equally amazing, and his great powers were 
at this period lavishly employed in seconding 
the unconstitutional efforts of the King to 
reduce the Commons to a mere council of 
registration, and to transform England into a 
pergonal monarchy of the absolutist kind. 
This attempt was made at perhaps the very 
climax of political corruption in English his­ 
tory, and the fact that Charles Fox should 
afterwards have become a leader of opposi­ 
tion is not one of the least convincing proofs 
of the flagrant corruption of the age. We, 
in short, think that Mr. Trevelyan has, quite 
unconsciously to himself, demonstrated the 
hopeless absence of principle in Iris hero’s 
character. Fox was at the beginringa head­ 
long, reckless, impudent supporter of a thor­ 
oughly vicious government. He stopped at 
nothing while filling that role, and he was far 
too sagacious and full-minded not to realize 
the implications of his position. If, there­ 
fore, at a later period he quitted the ministe­ 
rial benches, and became a champion of pop­ 
ular causes, it cannot be supposed that he 
had acquired new convictions, but rather 
that he had recourse to the popular side as the 
most profitable. It must be remembered, how­ 
ever, that the age was vile and venal, and 
that Fox was in few respects worse than his 
followers. It was a time of public gam­ 
bling. of drunkenness in high places, of 
three and rix-bottle statesmen, of shameless 
venality, of noble thieves, of flaunting rascali­ 
ty in all shapes. Yet it was an age when 
the letters of J unius made the most powerful 
wince aud shrink > when John Wilkes 
laughed to sc orí; the full energy of royal and 
ministerial hostility ; when the press, though 
still muzzled, was beginning to realize its 
power and to try conclusions with those who 
sought to confine it. It was, in short, a 
transition period, full of chaos and the ex­ 
piring embers cf effete things; full also of 
crude aud untried agerciea and influences 
and potencies ; vigorous if immoral, and capa­ 
ble of purification, however debauched. A 
more graphic and fascinating picture of such 
an age has never been drawn than this. Mr. 
Trevelyan possesses very much more than the 
style of his great relative. He has absorbed 
also something of th geniu3 of Lord Macau­ 
lay. We trust that he will not stop here, but 
that in future volumes he will continue the 
history of Fox’s chequered aud exciting pub­ 
lic career. 
R em iniscences by T hom as C a rly le . 
Edited by 
James Anthony Frwude. New York: Charles 
Scribner's Sou3. 
In this volume Mr. Froude has given the 
world some fragments of autobiographical 
reminiscence from the great treasury of 
Carlylean relics in his possession. 
He 
states in the preface that he was chosen 
by Carlyle as the writer of his life, and that 
to that end the fullest materials were placed 
in his hands. The sketches which comprise 
the present volume were found among Car­ 
lyle’s papers in a practically complete state, 
and as they embrace many very interesting 
and characteristic things, they were put to 
press without delay. It must be said that 
Carlyle’s reminiscences are not altogether 
calculated to sooth his contemporaries, for it 
is made plain in the course of them that be 
carried into private life very much of the 
cynicism and contempt for his fellows w hich 
are so abundantly exhibited in his writings. 
We take the fact to be that Carlyle owt d 
a good deal of his peculiar humor to the 
stem and gloomy Scofch Calvinism in which 
he had been reared, and to the chronic dys­ 
pepsia which made his later years to full of 
physical suffering. It is we think impossible 
to accept his views of society as the output­ 
tings of a thoroughly sane intelligence. He 
srw all things through a dark mist which 
eman.ted from his own nurVid condition 
and the result was that he formed quite 
mistaken judgments of many things. His 
honest and healthy hatred of shams was the 
influence which alone preserved him from 
becoming fantastic and irrational, and even 
that was at times powerless to stem the tor­ 
rent of atrabilious humor that swept over his 
mind. 
Yet this book shows that with all his 
cynicism he was capable of great reverences. 
This would be more surprising if it did not 
appear upon close investigation that he had 
so to speak created the shrines at which 
he worshiped. This is a tendency to which 
very clever men are always liable. They 
see through the superficial merits of their con­ 
temporaries. They perceive clearly that the 
current judgment of the world as to its exist­ 
ing celebrities is often quite false and fool­ 
ish. They refuse to bow down before sham 
gods. But at the same time they console 
themselves by setting up deities of their 
own whose divine attributes few others would 
recognize, and who are in fact idealized from 
very ordinary materials. Thus John Stuart 
Mill elevated his wife upon a pinnacle of ador­ 
ation the revelation of which fairly amazed 
all his and her friends, for his posthumous 
publication regarding her described a person 
never recognized by them during her lifetime; 
and so they said to themselves, as inferior 
and narrow natures always say with satisfac­ 
tion on such occasions : “ So ! This image 
also had feet of clay ! ” 
Carlyle’s reverence for his father is of this 
character. His father was evidently a very 
commonplace, hard-featured, taciturn, grim 
old Scotchman, knowing well how to perform 
a mason’s work, but possessing little other 
knowledge of any but the poorest and nar­ 
rowest kind. Him Carlyle sets upon a 
pinnacle and idealizes, yet without at all 
effectually concealing the generally unlovely 
features of his idol. A certain rugged, 
homely virtue, a certain massive honesty 
and insistanc ? up-ra reality and thoroughness 
serve to show where the son derived his sav­ 
ing hatred of shams. Beyond this the 
picture of his earlier years is dismal 
enough. Of his wife, too, Jean Welsh Car­ 
lyle, he has made an idol, but in a different 
way. She seems to have been to him indeed 
an helpmeet. All through his struggles and 
tribulations he leaned upon this tender and 
brave and loyal heart. Her shrewd native 
wit and delicacy of perception served him as 
a touchstone as he went along. Her gentle 
and loving ministrations cheered him and 
sustained him in the darkest hours. Her na­ 
ture, in fact, complemented bis, and together 
they made a perfect sphere. Who has 
not known such sweet and harmonious unions 
between souls? The ancients believed that 
all souls were originally created combining 
the sexes, but that the maker in a fit of vex­ 
ation parted them, and ever since the sun­ 
dered halves have "been mutually seeking 
their affinities. Woeful and frequent are the 
failures to effect this reunion ; but inexpress­ 
ibly felicitous are the rare instances of suc­ 
cess in the search. 
Carlyle had succeeded. 
Eis wife was his 
ccmplement, and together they produced a 


perfect harmony. 
When, therefore, she 
died, many years before him, his nature was 
shaken to its foundations. Thenceforward 
the cynicisms of it found undue scope, 
for the great restraining influence was 
gone out of his life. His account of this 
sweet and sufficing partner is very pathetic 
and interesting. 
His reverence for her is 
touching and tender, and his remembrances 
of her are mournfully eloquent. He was 
happy in possessing the love of such a woman, 
and doubly unhappy in losing her. To many 
readers this part of the book will appear the 
most interesting. To others the sketches of 
Lord Jeffrey and Edward Irving will seem 
specially amusing. Of many of his contem­ 
poraries who have become famous Carlyle 
thought very little, and he has put down 
what he thought in a very plain way. Some 
of his remarks and judgments can be any­ 
thing but agreeable to living relatives of dis­ 
tinguished authors and others. It is singular 
that Mr. Fronde should have allowed a few 
of these criticisms to go to the press. For 
example, Uariyle speaks with positive con­ 
tempt of Charles Lamb, and broadly inti­ 
mates that in his latter years he was a 
drunken dotard. His views of celebrities, 
however, are nearly always startling from 
their originality, and amusi-g from their 
quaintness, and there is no doubt that this 
volume of reminiscences will serve to whet 
the public appetite for the hi grapby which 
is to follow in due course.

THE MURDER CASE. 
A CAMP FIRE. 


A Verdict of Involuntary Manslaughter 
Rendered by the Jury. 
The jury in the case of Mrs. Hamilton, 
upon trial for the murder of her husband, 
continued out all of Thursday night and yes­ 
terday. A t half-past 8 o’clock last evening 
they came into the Court-room and stated 
they were unable to agree. They then stood 
seven for acquittal and five for manslaughter. 
The Judge stated to them that it was desira­ 
ble that they should agree upon a verdict if 
possible. 
One of the jurors thought that 
further instructions from the Court as to 
whether a pers m could be insane at one mo­ 
ment and sane the next might help the jury 
in coming to an agreement. The Judge 
stated that that was a question of fact and 
not of law, and hence they would have to 
determine any question of insanity in this 
case among themselves. He repeated his in- 
stiuctions as to the legal etf ct of insanity in 
e-injection with acts ..f violence, after which 
the jury again retired, under direction oi the 
Court, "for further deliberation. About fif­ 
teen minutes afterwards they again returned 
to the Court-room with 
_ 
A v e r d ic t o f in v o lu n ta ry m a n s la u g h te r. 
The defendant showed no signs of emotion or 
change of expression when the verdict was 
read. The Court asked the counsel for de­ 
fendant, Mr. White, if he desired to make 
any suggestions as to time of pronouncing 
sentence, ami one week from next Monday— 
April 4th—was named, whereupon that time 
was appointed for that purpose. Mr. White, 
upon the rendition of the verdict, stated to 
the Court that he was not certain that such a 
verdict could be rendered, but was informed 
in reply that any objections to it could be 
raised upou motion. The prisoner was then 
remanded to jail to await sentence. 
The section of the Code under which the 
verdict is rendered reads as follows: “ Man­ 
slaughter is the unlawful killing of a human 
being without malice, and is of two kinds : 
First—Voluntary, upon a sudden quarrel or 
heat of passion. 
¡Second—Involuntary, in 
the commission of an unlawful act not 
amounting to felony; or in the commission of 
a lawful act which might produce death in 
an unlawful manner or without due caution 
and circumspection.” The statute makes 
THE PENALTY FOR MANSLAUGHTER 
Confinement in the State Prison for any term 
no’ to exceed ten years. 
From the fact that it was understood 
throughout the day yesterday that the ma­ 
jority of the jury were iu favor of a verdict 
of “ not guilty,” the opinion was general 
about the Court-house that such a ver­ 
dict would be rendered, and that the plea of 
insanity would be successful. It is evident 
that Judge Denson has no relich for notoriety 
for allowing the escape of murderers upon 
the popular defense of insanity, and is of 
opinion that persons who are proved to be so 
far insane as to be excusable for murder are 
too insane for public safety to be allowed 
heir liberty. It is known that he yesterday 
prepared papers for the arrest of Mrs. Ham­ 
ilton upon the ground of insanity, and with 
a view of sending her to the Insane Asylum, 
should the jury bring in a verdict of “ not 
guilty,” as insanity would be the only ground 
upon which such a verdict could be rendered. 


F o r a D e c re e o f M a r r ia g e .—A com­ 
plaint has been filed in the Superior Court 
by Mrs. Julia A. Landes (Finn) against 
George E. Landes to obtain a decree of the 
legality of the marriage between them. The 
complaint seta forth that the defendant and 
plaintiff are husband and wife; that they 
were married in the county of Sacramento, 
State of California, on or about th e 
day 
of October, 1879, and that said marriage was 
followed by a mutual assumption by them of 
marital rights and obligations ; that no writ­ 
ten declaration of said marriage has been 
made or recorded, and said defendant, though 
often requested by plaintiff, refuses to join 
with her iu a declaration of said marriage, 
and denies the same, and also denies that 
they are husband and wife. 
She theiefore 
prays that a decree of the Court be rendered 
declaring the validity of the marriage, and 
that she be allowed from him the costs of 
the suit. D. E Alexander and C. L. White 
are attorneys f, r the plaintiff. They will 
ask for a decree to ttie above effect upon the 
ground of the verdict in the bigamy case, and 
probably presenting the record of that as the 
only necessary prooi in the present case. 


B u r g la r y .—At 3 a. m. yesterday Superin­ 
tendent R. H. P ratt’s residence, Tenth and 
L streets, was burglarized, the thief entering 
by cutting out a door panel through which he 
reached to the lock. The rascal was heard 
crawling in Mr. and Mrs. P ratt’s room but 
the noise was attributed to other causes by 
Mr. Pratt and disregarded. But Mrs. P ratt 
remained awake and presently saw the 
burglar near the bed and gave the alarm, 
when the rascal fied, pursued by Mr. Pratt, 
but who did not succeed in capturing him. 
Chief Karcher thinks the “ job” was the 
work of one of the regular or professional- 
burglar class and that the fellow was a small 
man, or at least hart a small arm and hand to 
enable him to reach through the narrow cut 
in the panel. The burglar got away with a 
ppeketbook containing railroad passes and 
other papers and some small change. 


B o a rd o f S u p e rv is o rs .—The Board of 
Supervisors held its last meeting for the ses­ 
sion yesterday. The bond of Albert Halen, 
as Overseer of Road District No. 10, was ap­ 
proved. H. L. Martin, J. H. Burnham and

out a road in District No. 6, The annual re­ 
port of the American River Bridge Company 
was filed. The matter of fixing the rates of 
toll was deferred until the bond should be 
tiled. 
Architect W. H. Hamilton reported 
that the amount now due on the second pay­ 
ment on the contract for erecting the Hall of 
Records was §4,454. Upon motion the sum 
of $1,000, appropriated to aid in closing the 
Fern break, was placed in the hands of Su­ 
pervisor Blair, to be paid over whenever the 
break shall have been successfully closed.

RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


An English C hurch paper learns th a t it 
has been resolved to issue a royal commis­ 
sion to inquire into th e w hole question of 
ecclesiastical judicature in England since 
the act of the subm ission of the clergy, 
w ith a view of recom m ending such changes 
as m ay relieve the present strain, largely 
due to th e anomalous character of the 
C ourts claim ing to be spiritual, as well as 
th eir singular findings. 
Some of th e Jew s in th is c o n rtry are in 
favor of form ing a Synod. 
Rab.;i W ise 
and Rabbi K ohler support th e proposition, 
b u t m any oppose it. 
The J rwi*h Advance 
o f Chicago does not th in k a Synod would 
prom ote unanim ity. 
I t say s: “ There are 
m en of abilities and knowledge in the 
Jew ish pulpit who will be certain to find 
support and co-operation if they should 
th in k it necessary to alienate them selves 
from a Synod creed, provided such a thing 
comes into existence.” 
T he m ost prom inent object in the village 
of Ecclefecban—Thom as C arlyle’s b irth ­ 
place—is the U nited Presbyterian Church, 
w hich took th e place of the Old Secession 
C hurch, form erly attended by th e Carlyles, 
and in which Thom as C arlyle was baptized 
by the Rev. M r. Johnston, who afterw ard 
tau g h t th e youthfnl genius L atin. 
The 
hall or cottage in which th e Seceders m et 
a t th a t tim e still standB, as also doeo the 
old parish school-house w here C arlyle re­ 
ceived th e elem ents of education. 
Jules Ferry, in a circular to th e P refects 
on th e new prim ary school regulations, 
exhorts the teachers “ not to abuse their 
liberation from th e yoke of ordetls of 
orthodoxy or obligatory dem onstrations of 
official piety, b u t to set an exam ple of con­ 
ciliation and tolerance.” H e rem inds them 
“ th a t they will only have to undertake 
th e charge of m echanical recitations of the 
catechism , repetition of Sbriptnre lessons, 
etc., th e real religions instructions being 
left to m inisters of religion out of school 
hours.” 
The A rchbishop of Paris has addressed 
a long and earnest letter of rem onstrance 
to th e C ham ber of D eputies against th e 
proposed suppression of the dispensation 
from m ilitary service h ith erto accorded to 
candidates for th e priesthood. 
The law 
does not propose to suppress this dispensa­ 
tion absolutely, h ut it proposes to confiue 
it to those only who intend to become, and 
who shall actually become, parish priests. 
The A rchbishop insists upon its being 
m aintained in favor of all who embrace the 
ecclesiastical life. 
Some tim e ago th e wife of th e Governor- 
G eneral of the province of Chili, China, 
fell sick, and M iss H ow ard, an Am erican 
missionary physician, as a last resort, was 
called to attend her. 
She was cured, and 
the Viceroy, Li H ung Chang, full of g rati­ 
tude, 
opened a public dispensary, and 
placed Miss H ow ard and Dr. M cKenzie in 
charge of it w ith no restrictions. 
This 
movem ent, which is epochal in China, has 
developed into a hospital which haa ju st 
been opened in a fine building in th e native 
style, costing §6,000. 
The w ealthy Chi­ 
nese contributed freely. 
The ceremonies 
of the opening of the hospital were graced 
by the presence of th e Viceroy and sev­ 
eral nobles.

Anoitier Serious Railroad Waslionl. 
Omaha, March 25ch. — Another serious 
washout occurred this afternoon on the Union 
Pacific it North Bend, about twelve miles 
west cf the old washout at Fremont. The 
track around the latter place was completed 
last night, a::d this morning the running of 
through trains was resumed over the eastern 
division. The east bound expresa passed 
North B nl this afternoon in safety, al­ 
though the Platte river was then rapidly ris­ 
ing at that point, owiug to an ice gorge, and 
the same train passed safely over the new 
track near Fremont. Shortly after this, 
however, the Platte suddenly made another 
big rise at North B. nd, oveiflowed the coun­ 
try and washed out one mile aud a half of 
track in a short time, the fi rod carrying the 
accumulated ice, together with the track, fu'l 
a quarter of a mile, and at last accounts the 
river was still rising aud washing badiy. The 
wtst-b>und Union Pacific train, which had 
reached Fremont, returned to Omaha and 
took a new start over the Burlington aud 
Missouri road to Kearney. Trains will be 
run by this latter route without delay until 
the break is repaired. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.! 
O m aha. March 25:h.—The overflow of the 
Piatte river in the vicinity of North Bend is 
Diuch more s-rious aud extensive than at first 
reported. The new wagon bridge acrcss the 
north channel of the river floated away at 7 
o’cl ck to-night, part of it lodging on the 
prairie, the balance swinging on the river 
bank. It was a new and expensive structure. 
The country is covered with water for miles 
and miles ar ¡uud North Bend, and is three 
feet deep in the town, the people being 
obliged to go from place to place in boats. 
Ab iut dark an additional raise of one foot in 
teu minutes occurred, but it has since gone 
down about eight inches. The extent of the 
damage cannot now be estimated. Papillon 
river, about fifteen miles west of Omaha, is 
rising rapidly, and endangers the Pacific 
bridge at Gilmore. 
A griauiliirol O utlook In Ilie W est. 
N ew Y ork, March 25:h.—Bradstrexts to­ 
morrow i ill say that, as a result of inquiries 
made through its correspondents in all the 
Western States, it has learned definitely the 
agricultural, trade and transportation situ­ 
ation in the regions indicated. One main 
query which has taken possession of the 
business public is, “ Has anything occurred 
in the West to seriously check the business 
prosperity ?” From ten of our dispatches the 
answer unmistakably is no. While the ele­ 
ments fiava conspired to delay the spring 
trade in the West and Northwest, there is 
nothing to show that its volume will be less 
than last year. The trade situation is strong­ 
ly sustained, the foundations of prosperity 
are unaltered, and promise to continue in­ 
definitely. It is apparent that the stocks of 
good3 in the hands of country merchants have 
been very much depleted. This fact, put 
with the knowledge that the leading indus­ 
trial classes generally are just now abundant­ 
ly able to purchase, indicate conclusively 
that both demand and consumption through 
the spring must be large. Collections have 
been slow, but it is evident that the banks 
have been abundantly able to grant the 
credits required. While it is yet early to give 
a judgment as to the general condition of 
winter wheat, it is safe to say from our ad­ 
vices that winter wheat has not been seriously 
injured. The uncertain quantities as to the 
wheat situation is the extent to which 
spring wheat sowing will be reduced, 
owing to the backwardness of the spring. 
The severe weather has been seriously felt by 
tbe railroads in a large decrease of earnings, 
owing to the expense attending the clearing 
of snow and ice from the tracks and the in­ 
ability to receive and remove merchandise 
promptly. Regarding the live stock inter­ 
ests, a Denver correspondent telegraphs that 
the loss on cattle will be under ten per cent., 
and that one-fifth of the sheep_are gone. 
This is by no means as bad as has been 
feared. General Hazen telegraphs Brad- 
street's that the condition of Iowa, Nebraska, 
Illinois, Missouri and Kansas is tavorable to 
a rapid disappearance of snow. 
Delayed flail. 
New Yoke, March 25th,—The Evening 
Telegram says : There has been much incon- 
vehience to busine-s men in this city, in con­ 
sequence of the detention since February 
15th of the San Francisco mail, bound over 
the Northwestern Railroad route. This mail 
embraced principally banking letters and 
other communications important to business 
men, the mail not arriving until this morning, 
when Mr. Jackson, Superintendent of this 
division of the railway mail service, received 
a telegram stating that the mail had been de­ 
tained iu Iowa three days in eonsequence of a 
snow blockade.

New York, March 25th.—An Albany spe­ 
cial to the Commercial says : It is reported

PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE 


Sharp Sparring Between the Bepublicans 
and Democrats, 


FURTHER NOMINATIONS 
BY THE PRESIDENT. 


No Extrji Session of Congress to be 
Called. 


Et«. 
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W ashington, March 25th.—The President 
to-day nominated N. W. Spaulding, of Oak­ 
land, to be United States Assistant Treas­ 
urer at San Francisco, vice Wm. Sherman, 
who has held the office eight years, and 
whose last commission expired on the 13th 
instant. This important California nomina­ 
tion will be closely followed by another to­ 
morrow, namely, that of Chancellor Hart- 
son, of Napa, to be Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the First California District, 
vice William Iligby, who is incapacitated for 
continuance in offiee by reason of physical 
disabilities. Charles M. Leavy was nomi­ 
nated to-day for Assistant Appraiser at San 
Francisco, to succeed Fred Lux, who is to be 
removed. Mr. Spaulding, it will be remem­ 
bered. was unanimously recommended by 
the Republican members of the Califoreia 
delegation iu tbe last Congress for the office 
of Surveyor of the Port, which was reserved, 
however, by President Hayes for the present 
incumbent, Mr. Morton. Mr. Spaulding has 
since been very strongly recommended by a 
large number of prominent citizens of Cali­ 
fornia, both for the Naval Office and the ap­ 
pointment which is now tendered him. 
It is said on good authority that the extra 
session question was Dot brought up at the 
Cabinet meeting to day. The failure to dis­ 
cuss the matter is attributed by some to the 
absence of Secretory Blaine, wbo was con­ 
fined at his house by a severe cold ; but the 
general supposition is that it had already 
been practically determined not to call an 
extra session, and that further Cabinet dis­ 
cussion of this subject was therefore unneces­ 
sary. Protests against an extra session con­ 
tinue to come in from the business centers of 
all parts of the country, and the pressure íq 
favor of one seems to be rapidly narrowing 
down to the Southern Republic :ns, who, of 
course, desire the machinery of the House 
Committee on Elections to be set at work as 
Boon as possible, to vacate sundry Democratic 
seats which they insist have been filled fraud­ 
ulently. 
The Evening Star sayB : A Western mem­ 
ber of Congress who called at the White 
House to day inquired of the President if it 
was likely that he would be called back to 
attend at an extra session if he went home, 
and the President told him with a laugh that 
he (Garfield) thought it was safe to go home. 
The universal belief among Republican Sen­ 
ators at the Capitol late this afternoon, de­ 
spite the refusal of the President and his 
Cabinet to make any formal announcement 
of a decision on the subject, was that the 
extra ses-don agitation is simply being let 
down easily and no call will be issued. 
sen ate proceedings. 
W ashington, March 25th.—Ingalls offered 
a resolution asking the iiecretaiy of War for 
a list of all the appointments made in his 
department from December, 1879, to March 
4, 1881, except army appointments, with the 
reason for the changeB, promotions, etc. 
Laid on the table for future action. 
Daw-s called up his resolution for the elec­ 
tion of Senate officers, the pending motion 
being to postpone to December. 
Johnston said, referring to Hoar’s state­ 
ment that the Democratic filibustering was 
tieasonable, that s me Eastern college should 
give him the degree of A. S. S. The Re­ 
publican party had kept the North solid by 
declaring that the South was solid for tbe 
Democrats. It was a great revolution which 
saw a Republican caucus nominate for one of 
the highest officers iu the Senate a Demo­ 
cratic Repudiationist, who would be a petty 
lawyer but for the prominence given him by 
his repudiation opinion. Would Sherman, 
who had builded up the credit of the United 
States, vote for Riddleberger? He reviewed 
the acts of Mahone and Riddleberger, show­ 
ing that they were Democrats and Repudia- 
tors.Dawes suggested that Mahone was sick, 
and Johnston proprsed to postpone his 
speech if Dawes would postpone his resolu­ 
tion.Dawes refused. 
Logan asked what effect the election of 
Sergeant-at-Arms would have on the public 
credit ? 
Johnston said by electing him they in­ 
dorsed his record, and quoted from Republi­ 
can papers condemning Riddleberger. 
Logan asked if Johnston held that because 
the Republicans selected Riddleberger they 
indorsed his sentiments. 
Johnston said yes. 
Logan asked if Johnston pretended that 
the Republicans indorsed Riddleberger’s re­ 
bellion record by selecting him. Did they 
indorse Longstreet’s treason when they ap­ 
pointed him to the Turkish mission? 
Johnston said the war was over. Long- 
street had very humbly repented of bis sins, 
and the Republicans had taken him to their 
bosom; but this was a living issue of public 
faith and credit, and by electing Riddleberger 
the Republicans indorsed bis views on those 
points. 
Logan denied that he ever indorsed repudi­ 
ation. If Johnston’s constituency had been 
as honest as h¡6 in paying their debts, tbe 
question would not now be before Virginia's 
people. 
Johnston described the increase in the con­ 
dition of Virginia’s finances under Bourbon 
rule, and moved an executive session. Lost— 
29 to 29. 
The debate continued, and at 3:30 there 
was another tie vote on an executive session, 
and then a wordy sparring match took place 
between Beck and Dawes as to the latter’s 
debt-paying principle, Beck holding that 
Dawes was inconsistent therein, ar.d hinting 
that Riddleberger was accepted as the pay­ 
ment of a debt from the Republican party to 
Mahone. 
Beck then moved an executive session, in 
order to confirm Robertson, in accordance 
with the unanimous will of the Senate of New 
York State. Lost—25 to 25. 
Harris quizzed Dawes as to his motives in 
supporting Riddleberger. 
Dawes said it was because he was an able, 
influential and prominent man in the cause in 
which a free ballot in this country is in­ 
volved. [Applause.] Because he was deter­ 
mined that the voter in Virginia should be 
allowed to cast his vote and have it counted. 
Harris—I wish to ask the Senator when 
and through what channel he learned that 
Riddleberger was so profoundly in favor of a 
free vote and a fair count. Was it not 
through information derived from the lately- 
elected Senator from Virginia ? 
Dawes—I have two answers to make. 
First, suppose it was. I would take the 
word of the Senator from Virginia quite as 
Boon as I would that of any man in Virginia 
whom I found with his heel on the neck of a 
poor black man struggling for his rights. 
[Applause and hisses in the galleries. ] 
The Vice-President reprimanded ti 
_ 
leries for interrupting the proceedings, and 
gave notice that if they continued to do so he 
would order them cleared. 
Voorbees said the mob here in search of 
office belonged to the other side. He was 
glad to see it in the galleries, bnt he insisted 
that it most keep silence. 
Dawes said the gentleman should under­ 
stand that the galleries were for the Ameri­ 
can people, and though it was their duty to 
behave, they were not to be stifled or sup­ 
pressed by Senators calling them a “ mob.” 
Saulsbury said the press of the country 
would regard this resolution as the consum­ 
mation of a bargain which would bring dis­ 
grace on the American Senate. 
Dilatory motions ensued, and at 6 o’clock 
so many Senators were paired that the Sen­ 
ate was without a quorum, and Bayard sug­ 
gested, as it was not desirable that the strag­ 
gle should degenerate into one of physical 
endurance, that it was better to adjourn.

General Badeau has 
not been retained at London,where his salaiy 
and fees from auxiliary Consulates and unof­ 
ficial fees aggregate an income of $12,000 per 
year, and he has been sent to Denmark, where 
he has a fixed salary of $5,000, and is in a 
much more expensive city, where also be will 
be denied the facilities which he desired for 
the completion of his book.

STANLEY MATTHEWS AND JDDGE FIELD.

One of the most persistent and 
active advocates of Stanley Matthews is 
Judge Field of California. Field has made

1SS1, California 
turned out in gold and silver $2,139,359,­ 
000. 
About 100 beef cattle, 75 hogs and 100 
sheep are the daily consumption of meat 
in Oakland. 
The Yreka Tribune says that neuralgia 
of the heart prevails in Siskiyou county to 
an alarming extent. 
That enterprising Sonthern California 
journal, the San Diego Union, has begun 
its twenty-first volume. 
J. H. Pryor has purchased and will here­ 
after edit the Shasta Courier, one of the 
three oldest papers in the State. 
The State University grounds at Elko, 
Nevada, are too strongly impregnated with 
alkali to allow of trees flourishing. 
There is a total of eight and three-quar­ 
ter miles of sidewalk in Eugene City, Or., 
which have been laid at a cost of $10,819. 
Locating and settling on lands on the 
Little Colorado, Arizona, near the 35th 
parallel radroad, is being indulged in quite 
extensively. 
The amount of land within Montana 
Territory held as reservations for Indians 
is 24,156, S00 acres, and of this 10,000,000 
acres is good land. 
A large number of laborers and mechan­ 
ics have left the northern part of Oakland, 
aud more houses are empty than have ever 
been known before. 
The antimony works, back of Shell 
Mound Park, Oakland, are in running or­ 
der. They have about 100 tons of ore 
under their sheds ready to be worked. 
There are 516 children of Bchool age in 
Eugene (Or.) School District. The taxable 
property in the district is returned at 
$678,330 ; number of legal voters, 305. 
There has been about 1,500 cords of 
wood cut at Fort Corville, W. T., this 
winter for the garrison, the work giving 
employment to a number of white men and 
Indians. 
The Carson (Nev.) Index makes mention 
of the fact that there are now eleven loco­ 
motives of the Virginia and Truckee Rail­ 
road standing idle in the engine honse of 
the road at Carson. 
Some garter snakes were seen crawling 
out of an old well at Glendale, Nevada, 
lately, and two men killed 104. The 
snakes were about three feet long, with 
reddish stripes on the sides. 
Just above the old Montezuma Wells, 
Arizona, near Beaver creek, there has been 
discovered a spring which sends forth 
sixty inches of water, which is pronounced 
wonderful for its Eauitary properties. 
Farmers in several counties are smoking 
their orchards daily, in hopes of protecting 
them from the frost. The idea is a peculiar 
one, but if effective, a good one, as straw 
is cheap and tbe results greatly desired. 
The Coos Bay (Or.) Mail says : The in­ 
dications are that the coming summer will 
be the most active in the line of ship-build­ 
ing that we have seen within several years 
past. There are now three vessels under 
way. 
There are quite a number of stations on 
the Carson and Aurora road, in Nevada, 
that have for years lived off the traveling 
public and teamsters, whose owners will 
find their occupation gone when the rail­ 
road is built. 
It is generally believed that all large 
mills which may hereafter be built in 
Homer District, Mono county, will be lo­ 
cated below Lundy, where water can be 
employed all the year round, and other 
conveniences are to be found. 
The Cajon Pass, over the Coast Range, 
leads directly into the Los Angeles plains, 
by way of San Bernardino.. The greatest 
elevation on this pass is 4,636 feet, and it 
has a descent of over 3,000 feet in fonrteen 
miles, averaging over 200 feet to the mile. 


Crnsade A gainst Typhus Fever. 
New York, March 25th.—Thirteen picked 
physicians and a squad of sanitary officers 
began this morning canvassing the lodging- 
houses, hotels and cellars throughout the 
city, for the purpose of fighting typhus fever. 
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FBiACF. 
The D isaster at Nice. 
London, March 25tb.—The American Con­ 
sul at Nice telegraphs as follows : Sixty-nine 
lives were lost by tbe Opera House fire. 
There were no Americans or English among 
the victims. The public interment takes 
place to-day. The shops are closed. 
Nice, March 25th.—The newspapers state 
that the director of the theater has informed 
a magistrate that there ¿vas a strong smelt of 
gas iu the theater oo Wednesday. He com­ 
municated with tbe authorities, and wished 
to postpone the performance until an examin­ 
ation of the gas apparatus was made, bnt he 
received orders to give the opera as adver­ 
tised. The subscription fi r friends of the 
sufferers has reached 100 000 francs. The 
funeral of the victims took place to-day, and 
was attended by large crowds. 
N ice, March 25th.—No list of victim» of 
the opera-house fire is yet published. The 
bodies were in most cases calcined and disfig­ 
ured beyond rec gnition. During the fire 
several people, frantic with terror, threw 
themselves from the roof of the theater and 
were dashed to pieces. The calamity was the 
result of unpardonable negligence. The gas- 
pipes behind the scenes had not been repaired 
or renewed for the last eleven years, and the 
escape of gas which occurred four months 
ago was temporarily stopped with cement. 
The day before the fire another escape was 
discovered during rehearsal. Two inexperi­ 
enced plumbers’ apprentices were‘left to at­ 
tend it without superintendency. 
It is 
supposed that they did their work imper­ 
fectly, consequently the escaped gas concen­ 
trated behind the drops, and as soon as the 
burners were lighted in the wings the explo­ 
sion occurred. The meter, which was the 
property of the town, and which did duty 
for both stage and auditorium, was instantly 
turned off, and the theater was thereby 
plunged in darkness ; hence the panic and 
stampede, which cost so many unfortunate 
people their lives. Very few persons were 
injured, but the number of deaths was re­ 
markably large. 
Two hundred and fifty 
people were crowded into the small gallery, 
with only one narrow door, which opened in­ 
ward, as a means of egress. On the stout 
oak door in the passage were the words, 
“ Door in case of fire,” bat it had not been 
opened for years, and it was impossible to 
break through it. The majority of the vic­ 
tims were Nicers or Italians. There was a 
public interment to-day of eighty-five of the 
victims. 
•¿am bcttn and the T rade foclftlr*. 
P a ris, March 25th.—At, the banquet of 
the Trade Societies to Gambetta 600 persons 
were present and 720 Trade Societies were 
represented. The Minister of Agriculture 
and Minister of Posts were present. Gam­ 
betta said he hop d the time would soon 
come when the new maneuvers, which tended 
to weaken Pre-ident Grevy’s authority, 
would be stopped. He trusted that for this 
reason his days will be long. The day is 
approaching, he said, when the Chamber 
will be free to ehoOBe its men and ideas, when 
the mandate will go forth that the incessant 
tergiversation, against which we are strug­ 
gling, runst be closed by crowning the democ­ 
racy with public liberties. [Vociferous ap­ 
plause ] 
CHEAT BRITAIN. 
House or Common». 
London, March 25th.—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Candahar debate was 
resumed. Lord George Hamilton. Conserv­ 
ative, stated that no intimation had been re­ 
ceived that Skobeloff’s policy was disap 
proved of. He regarded the announcement 
of Skobeloff’s recall as a mere parliamentary 
blin 1. 
The Postmaster General strongly vindi­ 
cated the policy of the Government. 
Hartington stated that the information of 
General Skobeloff’s removal had not been re­ 
ceived through the Russian Government. It 
was possible, though improbable, that dis­ 
turbance and bloodshed would follow the 
British departure from Candahar, but when 
was the transfer of the throne of Afghan­ 
istan unattended with di turbance, and was 
it any business of England to prevent it? 
The retention of Candahar would expose 
us to perpetual quarrels and collisions with 
Russia, and if she interfered by military 
operations or diplomatically it would mean a 
rupture of her diplomatic relations with 
England, and we shonld be free to take such 
measures as we thought necessary to protect 
our frontier and assist the Afghans to hold 
their independence. 
Northcote warned the Government that 
if they left the difficulty arising from the 
evacuation to be settled by natural selection, 
it would be solved by a Russian selection. 
Stanhope’s motion was then rejected—346 
to 246. 
The announcement of the result was 
greeted with loud cheers from the Liberals. 
Land League Sleeting in London. 
London, March 25th.—At a meeting in 
this city to-night, Parnell said it wa3 desira­ 
ble to form an organization in England and 
Scotland, for the purpose cf forwarding the 
objects of the Land League. It was intended 
to compete with the Home Rule confedera­ 
tion, which would still remain in existence. 
The English land question, he thought, was 
at present rife for settlement, bnt anything 
achieved in Ireland would probably affect the 
laborers of England and Scotland. It was 
impossible for the Government to finally set­ 
tle the Irish land question ; bnt any propos­ 
als tending to ameliorate tbe condition of 
Irishmen would be accepted. By the means 
proposed by this organization they could, as 
in America, educate public opinion in Eng­ 
land and Scotland. Money, he said, is flow­ 
ing from America to Ireland at the rate of 
£4,000 weekly. Resolutions were adopted to 
constitute the National Land League of 
Great Britain, with Justin McCarty as the 
President, to assist the Irish Land League to 
reduce the rack rents and enable the Irish 
tenant farmers to become the owners of their 
holdings at reasonable term s; but the best 
way to obtain the objects is by taking prac­ 
tical steps to cultivate English public opinion. 
G ladstone Swears. 
London, March 25th.—In the Lawson- 
Labouchere libel case this morning, Glad­ 
stone, who occupied a seat on the bench, 
deposed that the acconnt which appeared in 
the Daily Telegraph of what passed between 
himself and the Negroponts was altogether 
false. He had hoped to receive some expla­ 
nation or apology from Lawson, but did not 
receive aDy frank statement on the subject. 
A ttem pt to Intercep t a Steam er. 
London. March 25th.—An attempt was 
made laBt night to intercept the steamer 
Australia, which sailed on Thursday for New 
York, and is supposed to carry Coleman, one 
of the men suspected of being concerned in 
the Mansion House outrage. The Inspector 
of Police and a Constable left Falmouth last 
night in a tug to await the Australia off 
Lizard, where she was expected at midnight. 
Affaire In T ransvaal. 
N ew castle, March 25th.—A dispatch 
states that the Boers hoisted the flag of 
Transvaal amid loud acclamation before they 
dispersed. Paul Kroger will arrive Satur­ 
day. He will assist General Wood in gov­ 
erning the Transvaal until the Commission 
has concluded its labors. 
Flax H ill Ctesed. 
Leeds, March 25th.—One of the largest 
flax mills—Hives & Tennant’s—has closed, in 
consequence of the depression in the trade. 
B ank o f E ngland Gold. 
London, March 25th.—One hundred and 
twenty-three thousand pounds in gold was 
withdrawn from the Bank of England to-day 
for America.Tbe T nnts Incident. 
London, March 25th.—The Daily Ncvs 
sayB : We believe the following is an au­ 
thentic statement of the Tunis incident: 
When the Conservatives were arranging for 
the acquisition of Cyprus, France mentioned 
the possibility of Tunis some day being open 
to annexation. Lord Salisbury, then Foreign 
Secretary, thereupon made statements which 
the French Ministry construed as an under­ 
standing that England would not object to 
the annexation of Tuuis by Francs. When, 


sometime later, the question was opened Sal­ 
isbury disclaimed this construction of its 
meaning, but France alleges that she is in 
possession of private leters from Salisbury 
fully confirming her view of the corresponc- 
ence.

Tbe line of frontier they proposed 
is understood to go considerably beyond that 
propi s d by the Turkish note of the 3d of 
October. 
The territory now offered in 
Thessaly compri. es Larisa, Trikala and the 
whole valley of Solenbria, but excludes 
Prevesa and Metzovo. No part of Epirus is 
comprised in the proposed line. The Em­ 
bassadors will communicate the offer to their 
Governments, and on receiving a reply hold 
another meeting.
